Survey shows low morale 


Almost half of teachers say they are dissatisfied 
with job; 78% claim district is on the wrong path

HARTFORD — For two years, 
Carol Gale, the president of the 
Hartford Federation of Teachers, 
presented concerns to the Board 
of Education about the day-to-day 


struggles teachers and staff had 
been experiencing in city schools. 

The response she’d get, she says, 
was “How do you know that’s not 
just a handful of people complain- 
ing?” 

“Granted, unions do hear more 
of the complaints,” she said in an 


interview. 

At the school board meeting 
this week, however, Gale and 
members of Hartford schools’ 
five other unions presented the 
board with the results of a survey 
conducted by Dean Mitchell of 
DFM Research that the unions say 
shows systemic low morale and a 
lack of confidence in Superinten- 
dent of Schools Leslie Torres-Ro- 
driguez and in the direction the 


system is headed. 

“The survey gave an absolute 
answer that now we know that 
this is not a handful of people,” 
Gale said. “This is the majority of 
our staff through a representative 
sampling that is valid that indeed 
our staff are not doing well and 
they are pointing to the leader- 
ship of the district as the respon- 
sible to fix the ship and set it on a 
good course again.” 


Gale said 585 employees — or 
about 30% of those available to 
take it — completed the survey. 

During public comment, Stuart 

Savelkoul, chief of staff of AFT CT, 
reported the following results: 
@ 45% of the teachers and para- 
professionals reported their 
current job satisfaction as some- 
what or very unsatisfying.

A warrant for Valle’s arrest 
that was unsealed Thursday 
detailed a violent, chaotic fight 
that unfurled on the front lawn 
of the house party just before 
midnight, when a group of 
teenagers from St. Joseph’s 
High School in Trumbull — 
who witnesses told police 
weren’t invited — pulled up 
to the party in a dark-colored 
SUV, according to the warrant. 

The St. Joseph’s students 
allegedly got into a fight at 
another party on Lazy Brook 
Road earlier in the night, a 
confrontation that continued 
via group chat messages and 
ended at the 50-person party 
in Shelton, according to court 
records. 

In interviews with police, 
the three surviving victims 
said that after the teens got out 
of the SUV, a first punch was 
thrown and a fight erupted, 
with teens from St. Joseph’s 
tumbling onto the ground with

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
overwhelmingly approved a $40 
billion infusion of military and 
economic aid for Ukraine and its 
allies on Thursday as both parties 
rallied behind America’s latest, 
and quite possibly not last, finan- 
cial salvo against Russia’s invasion. 

The 86-11 vote gave final 
congressional approval to the 
package, three weeks after Presi- 
dent Joe Biden requested a smaller 


former President Donald Trump’s 
isolationist agenda — backed the 
measure. 

“I applaud the Congress for 
sendinga clear bipartisan message 
to the world that the people of the 
United States stand together with 
the brave people of Ukraine as they 
defend their democracy and free- 
dom,” Biden said in a written state- 
ment afterward.

Boeing repeats test of crew capsule

CAPE CANAVERAL, 
Fla. — Boeing’s crew 
capsule rocketed toward 
orbit Thursday on a repeat 
test flight without astro- 
nauts, after years of being 
grounded by flaws that 
could have doomed the 
spacecraft. 

Only a test dummy was 
aboard. If the capsule 
reaches the International 
Space Station on Friday and 
everything else goes well, 


two or three NASA test 
pilots could strap in by the 
end of this year or early next 
for the company’s first crew 
flight. 

It’s Boeing’s third shot at 
the high-stakes flight demo. 

Starliner’s first test flight 
in 2019 was stricken by 
software errors so severe 
that the capsule ended up 
in the wrong orbit and had 
to skip the space station. 
After dozens of safety fixes, 
Boeing returned a differ- 
ent capsule to the launch 
pad last summer. Corroded 


valves halted the count- 
down. 

The drawn-out test flight 
program has cost Boeing 
approximately $600 million. 

Boeing is attempting 
to catch up with SpaceX, 
NASA’s other contracted 
taxi service. Elon Musk’s 
company has been flying 
astronauts to and from the 
space station for two years 
and delivering cargo for a 
decade. 

Eager to reduce its pricey 
dependency on Russia 
for crew transport, NASA 


hired Boeing and SpaceX 
to launch astronauts to the 
space station after the shut- 
tle program ended in 2011. 
Similar in function to 
SpaceX’s Dragon capsule, 
Boeing’s fully automated 
capsule will attempt to dock 
at the space station on its 
own. Station astronauts will 
be ready to steer the capsule 
by remote control, if neces- 
sary. 
Starliner will spend close 
toa week at the space station 
before aiming for a touch- 
down in New Mexico.

The Supreme Court, ina 
5-0 decision, held that who 
had legal control over the 
architect and the stadium 
design from January to June 
2016 — from when a term 
sheet was executed to when 
the city fired Centerplan 
and DoNo — was ambigu- 
ous and, therefore, should 
be decided by the jury. 

“The claim was that the 
trial court erroneously 
determined — before the 
trial began — that the 
[original developers] were 
responsible for all errors 
and omissions for the archi- 
tect’s team before, during 
and after the construction,” 
Pepe said in an interview. 
“We argued that simply 
could not be the case. ... [T] 
he architect was hired by 
the city before the contracts 
were entered with Center- 
plan and had started the 
design and in fact was well 
through the completion of 
the design before the city 
assigned its contract with 
the architect to Center- 
plan.” 

The original develop- 
ers also argued on appeal 
that, under the terms of 
the contract and common 
law, they were entitled to 
a notice of default and an 
opportunity to cure the 
default before the termina- 
tion could be implemented.

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Evidence bolstering that 
argument was improperly 
kept from the jury during 
the 2019 trial, Pepe said. 
“In construction, termi- 
nation is the functional 
equivalent of capital 
punishment,” Pepe said. 
“The law is very clear that 
before you impose that 
extreme remedy, you have 
to be scrupulous in meet- 
ing your obligations as the 
owner that are conditions 
preceding termination. We 


argued the city failed to do 
that. ... That was an issue 
for the jury to decide and it 
was improperly taken away 
from the jury. If we go back 
to that trial and that issue 
is raised, that becomes an 
issue for the jury to decide” 

With the Supreme Court 
ordering a new trial, the 
city could be liable for 
tens of millions of dollars 
of damages to Centerplan 
and DoNo. Further muddy- 
ing the picture is the trial 


Judge Thomas Moukaw- 
sher, following the 2019 
verdict, lifted restrictions 
that would allow a new 
developer to pursue build- 
ing apartments, retail and 
entertainment space and 
parking garages. 

The new developer, 
Stamford-based RMS Cos., 
has broken ground on one 
of the four parcels that 
comprise North Crossing, 
formerly known as DoNo. 
The project is a mixed-use 


development that includes 
apartments, a parking 
garage and arestaurant. 

“When we took over the 
case, we gave the city notice 
that before it entered into 
a new development agree- 
ment with a new developer, 
it should understand that 
we would be contesting the 
termination of those devel- 
opment agreements,” Pepe 
said. 

The city and the new 
developer essentially 
proceeded at their own risk, 
Pepe said. 

Centerplan raised the 
issue before the Supreme 
Court, but it did not address 
it as cited in a footnote in 
the opinion. 

Mayor Luke Bronin 
said the decision is “disap- 
pointing” and that the city 
“strongly” disagrees with it. 

“That said, we believe 
that the facts are clear and 
that a new trial will result, 
once again, in a decision in 
Hartford’s favor,” he said. 
“If the city hadn’t fired 
Centerplan when we did, 
there would be no base- 
ball in Hartford today, no 
development around the 
ballpark, and Hartford 
taxpayers would have been 
on the hook for tens of 
millions of dollars wasted 
by Centerplan — with noth- 
ing to show for it.” 

Pepe, meanwhile, 
said he and his client 
are “delighted” with the 
Supreme Court’s opinion. 


“The city of Hartford 
grossly mistreated [Center- 
plan CEO Robert] Landino, 
his partners and his compa- 
nies when it wrongfully 
terminated his construction 
contract for the Dunkin’ 
Donuts ballpark after it 
was substantially complete 
and did the same with his 
contracts with the devel- 
opment of the nearby city- 
owned parcels before he 
could even begin work on 
them,” he said. “Now the 
city will be held to account 
for those wrongful actions 
and the prodigious pain and 
suffering they caused. We 
look forward to the new 
trial the Supreme Court has 
ordered” 

The Supreme Court’s 
decision is yet another 
chapter in an ongoing battle 
that began with an admit- 
tedly aggressive timeline 
that called for construc- 
tion of the 6,100-seat, 
minor league park in just 13 
months, with the Hartford 
Yard Goats — the Double-A 
affiliate of the Colorado 
Rockies — hosting its home 
opener in May 2016. 

With construction delays, 
the Yard Goats played 
their first season on the 
road, with a new contrac- 
tor brought in to finish 
construction. The project 
was completed in 2017.

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CDC urges booster of Pfizer’s vaccine for children 5 to 11

Kids ages 5 to 11 should get a 
booster dose of Pfizer’s COVID- 
19 vaccine, advisers to the U.S. 
government said Thursday. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention quickly adopted 
the panel’s recommendation, 
opening a third COVID-19 shot to 
healthy elementary-age kids — just 
like what is already recommended 
for everybody 12 and older. 

The hope is that an extra shot 
will shore up protection for kids 
ages 5 to ll as infections once again

the partygoers from Shelton High 
School and Fairfield Prep, accord- 
ing to the warrant. 

According to the warrant, one 
teen told police the group threat- 
ened that they had a knife, while 
some of the injured teens said 
that they didn’t know anyone in 
the group was armed until they 
looked down at their own bodies, 
and at McGrath, and saw blood. 

McGrath was stabbed once 
in the chest during the fight. He 
suffered a fatal blow that broke 
through his rib cage and pierced 
his heart, according to court 
records. 

Valle, who was arraigned in 
juvenile court on Wednesday, 
was identified by his attorney 
Jake Donovan and in court docu- 
ments on Thursday — including 
the lengthy warrant for his arrest 
issued on Monday — that were 
unsealed after his case was trans- 
ferred to adult court. 

Valle’s father, also Raul Valle, 
attended his son’s hearing Thurs- 
day and whispered “I’m sorry” as 
he walked out of the courthouse 
in the rain with his head tucked 
beneath a black suit jacket. 

“T’m sorry to the family,” he said 
quietly. 

McGrath, who was pronounced 
dead at a hospital early Sunday, 
was a junior at Fairfield College 
Preparatory School, where he 
played football and lacrosse. 
Parents Margaret and Kevin 
McGrath described him as “the 
sunshine of their life,” in his obit- 
uary, which also said he was the 
best friend and confidant of his 
sister, Rose. 

He was described as “a wonder- 
fully happy person with a big 
heart who was a loving friend to 
many,” and a loyal teammate and 
champion athlete. 

According to court records, 
McGrath’s death was ruled a 
homicide. The knife, investigators 
say, was wielded by Valle. 

Valle, a football player at St. 
Joseph’s, was picked out in a 
photo lineup by at least three 


are on the rise.

cially since so many children were 
infected during the huge winter 
surge of the omicron variant.

declined to comment further on 
how his client or his family were 
doing. Both of Valle’s parents were 
in the courtroom Thursday for the 
hearing. 

Valle is listed on the St. Joseph’s 
High School football roster under 
his nickname, Lito. He is the only 
player whose year in school and 
position on the team are not 
listed on the website. St. Joseph’s 
released a statement this week 
saying that the entire school 
community was “horrified and 
deeply saddened” by McGrath’s 
death and Valle’s arrest. 

“We are all still shocked by 
this heartbreaking situation,” 
the school said Thursday, adding 
that counselors and social work- 
ers were on campus to support 
students as they processed the 
incident. 

“The St. Joseph High School 
Community continues to offer 
solemn prayers for the McGrath 
family and Fairfield Prep Commu- 
nity as they mourn the unthink- 
able loss of a son and cherished 
classmate,” the school said. 

A walk-through visitation 
in honor of McGrath was held 
Thursday from 4-7 p.m. at the 
Egan Chapel of Saint Ignatius of 
Loyola at Fairfield University. A 
Mass of Christian Burial will be 
celebrated at St. Theresa Church, 
5301 Main St., Trumbull, on 
Friday at ll a.m.

A GoFundMe fundraiser that 
has been set up “in honor of 
James “Jimmy” McGrath” has 
raised more than $124,000, with 
donations from more than 1,300 
people.

™@ 60% rated their current job 
satisfaction as worse than in 2019. 
@ 5% of teachers and paraeduca- 
tors surveyed believe Hartford 
Public Schools is headed in the 
right direction. 

™ 78% of those surveyed said 
Hartford public schools are on 
the wrong track. 

@ 75% viewed Torres-Rodriguez 
unfavorably, with just 8% viewing 
her favorably. 

™ 39% said Torres-Rodriguez 
does not often work well with 
labor, while 29% said she doesn’t 
work well at all with labor. 

Members of the six unions in 
the schools called on additional 
collaboration from Torres-Rodri- 
guez and district leaders. 

“I know these results are strik- 
ing,” Savelkoul said. “I know these 
results are troubling, but your 
educators are telling you in no 
uncertain terms that this district 
and its leadership is headed in the 
wrong direction. Hopefully you all 
are able to correct that.” 

Gale and Shellye Davis, presi- 
dent of the Hartford paraeduca- 
tors union, read a list of items they 
have presented to the board in the 
past that would improve working 
conditions in the schools. 

That list includes, among other 
things, improved health insur- 
ance, more competitive wages, 
finding ways to ease the burden 
of staff shortages and improved 
safety measures in the schools. 

Gale said in an interview follow- 
ing the meeting that the effect of 
the past two years has been devas- 
tating on education professionals, 
with staff members crying and not 
sleeping at night, increased anxi- 
ety and marriages crumbling. 

“People are leaving work 
because of injuries — because of 
student misbehavior and disrup- 
tion,” she said. 

During the meeting, teacher 
Ashley Bonet said that at least six 
of her colleagues had required 
medical treatment and medi- 
cal leave as a result of student 
violence.

“Our school is an extremely 
dangerous place to teach,” she 
said. 

Bonet read comments from four 
colleagues who declined to give 
their names due to concerns of 
retaliation. 

“Teachers are being threatened, 
verbally assaulted and harassed 
and physically assaulted by 
students with no consequences,” 
one teacher said. 

“We are working in unsafe, 
hostile work environments with 
no personal safety concerns by the 
district,” another teacher said. 

Victor Cristofaro, principal of 
the Burns Latino Studies Acad- 
emy and president of the Hartford 
Principals and Supervisors Asso- 
ciation, called the collaboration 
between the six unions “unprec- 
edented.” 

“We formed a coalition based 
on the commonalities we had 
and our concerns all the unions 
in the district have,” he said. “We 
represent over 2,500 employees. 
The only way this is going to get 
better is if we collaborate. If we 
don’t collaborate, this isn’t going 


to get better. ... [W]e want to work 
together, we want to change our 
climate, we want to feel safer and 
we want to do what’s best for 
kids.” 

Following public comment, 
Torres-Rodriguez, for her part, 
did not respond directly to union 
leaders but noted that the past two 
years have been challenging for 
the school district. 

“COVID 19 has heightened 
the inequities our students and 
families face,’ she said, noting an 
array of programs and services 
offered to provide support to 
students and staff. “We know that 
the work cannot happen without 
our staff teachers, nursing health 
professionals, officers, food-ser- 
vice workers, the entire team we 
acknowledge they continued to 
show up. This year is not the year 
any one of us wanted to have. ... 

“We also know that the recov- 
ery phase is going to take years 
and funding well beyond ESSER 
and the American Rescue Plan 
Funds.” 

The district also released a 
statement noting that “[t]he 
pandemic has had devastating 
impacts in our community.” 

“We understand how diffi- 
cult the last couple of years have 
been for our staff, students, fami- 
lies, and our community, which 
is why we remain focused on 
the important work of academic 
and social-emotional recovery,” 
it says, in part. “District leader- 
ship, school administrators and 
all members of our professional 
community will continue to work 
collaboratively with all stakehold- 
ers to fulfill our mission to provide 
all our students with the learning 
and support they need to succeed 
in school and in life. We appreci- 
ate our teachers. They have been 
instrumental, especially during 
the most challenging times.” 

The district also noted that it 
spent an additional $5 million 
on staff compensation, includ- 
ing bonuses, employee referral 
programs and other funds. 

High staff turnover has been a 
challenge in the district predating 
the pandemic. At the end of April, 
a district spokesman said Hart- 


ford Public Schools were oper- 
ating at about 89% capacity with 
372 total vacancies. More than 
258 teachers had left the district 
since the beginning of the 2021-22 
school year for reasons other than 
retirement, the spokesperson said. 

To combat the problem, the 
district offered full-time employ- 
ees $750 end-of-year bonuses, 
$1,000 incentives for certified and 
health professionals who return 
in 2022-23, $500 incentives for 
non-certified staff who return, 
and larger stipends for summer 
programming staff. 

The district has also been 
trying to recruit teachers from 
Puerto Rico to ease shortages 
and increase representation. The 
Paso a Paso Puerto Rico Recruit- 
ment Program aims to provide 
moving and support services and 
facilitate teacher certification for 
Puerto Rican teachers who agree 
to teach in Hartford in the upcom- 
ing school year. 

The challenges of school 
safety and teacher stress are not 
unique to Hartford. Districts 
across Connecticut saw a rash of 
violence following the return to 
in-person learning in the fall that 
continues to plague schools and 
experts point to a youth mental 
health crisis swelling during the 
pandemic. 

School board Chairman Philip 
Rigueur did not respond to a 
request for comment. However, 
during the meeting, he noted that 
some union members left after 
speaking during public comment 
and did not stay for a student’s 
presentation on her Capstone 
Project. 

“When we talk about our kids 
and serving our youth, I found it 
interesting that there were some 
individuals that left,” Rigueur 
said. “It’s actually dishearten- 
ing.

Biden’s quick signature 
was certain as Russia’s attack, 
which has mauled Ukraine’s 
forces and cities, slogs toward a 
fourth month with no obvious 
end ahead. That means more 
casualties and destruction in 
Ukraine, which has relied heav- 
ily on U.S. and Western assis- 
tance for its survival, especially 
advanced arms, with requests 
for more aid potentially loom- 
ing. 
“Help is on the way, really 
significant help. Help that 
could make sure that the 
Ukrainians are victorious,” said 
Senate Majority Leader Chuck 
Schumer, D-N-., underscor- 
ing a goal that seemed nearly 
unthinkable when Russia 
launched its brutal assault in 
February. 

Final passage came as Secre- 
tary of State Antony Blinken 
said the U.S. had authorized 
shipping Ukraine another 
$100 million worth of weapons 
and equipment from Penta- 
gon stocks. That brought the 
total U.S. materiel sent to Kyiv 
since the invasion began to $3.9 
billion, exhausting the amounts 
Congress previously made 
available but that will be replen- 
ished by the newest legislation. 

The vote was a glaring excep- 
tion to the partisan divisions 
that have hindered work on 
other issues under Biden and 
that promise to become only 
less bridgeable as Novem- 
ber’s elections for control of 
Congress draw closer. That 
includes Republicans block- 
ing Democrats from including 
billions to combat the relent- 
less pandemic in the measure, 
leaving their efforts to battle 
COVID-19 in limbo. 

Last week the House 
approved the Ukraine bill 
368-57, with all of those 
opposed Republicans. Though 
support in both chambers was 
unmistakably bipartisan, the 
GOP defections were notewor- 
thy after Trump, still a potent 
force in the party, complained 
that such sums should first be 
targeted at domestic problems. 

Schumer called it “beyond 
troubling” that Republicans 
were opposing the Ukraine 
assistance. “It appears more 
and more that MAGA Repub- 
licans are on the same soft- 
on-Putin playbook that we 
saw used by former President 
Trump,” said Schumer, using 
the Make America Great Again 
acronym Democrats have been 
using to cast those Republicans 
as extremists. 

Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., a 
strong backer of the measure, 
addressed concerns by his GOP 
colleagues. He said Ukraine’s 
defeat would jeopardize Amer- 
ica’s European trading part- 
ners, increase U.S. security 
costs there and embolden auto- 
crats in China and elsewhere to 
grab territory in their regions. 

“The most expensive and 
painful thing America could 
possibly do in the long run 
would be to stop investing 
in sovereignty, stability and 
deterrence before it’s too late,” 
McConnell said. 

On Wednesday, Schumer 
said he was not confident this 
would be the final measure to 
help Ukraine. “They’re doing 
the fighting, they’re the ones 
getting killed, they’re the ones 
struggling and suffering. The 
least we can do is give them the 
weaponry they need,” he said. 

The legislation contains 
around $24 billion for weap- 
ons, equipment and military 
financing for Ukraine, restor- 
ing Pentagon stocks of arms 
sent to the region and paying for 
USS. reinforcements sent there. 
The rest includes economic 
aid to keep President Volody- 
myr Zelenskyy’s government 
functioning, food programs for 
countries that rely on Ukraine’s 
diminished crop production, 
refugee assistance and funds 
for Kyiv to investigate Russian 
war crimes. 

Congress approved an initial 
$13.6 billion measure in March. 
The combined price tag of 
nearly $54 billion exceeds 
what the U.S. spent on all its 
foreign and military aid in 
2019, according to the nonpar- 
tisan Congressional Research 
Service. 

Sen. Rand Paul, R-Ky., who’s 
long had non-interventionist 
views, used procedural tactics 
last week to thwart Schumer 
and McConnell from moving 
the measure through the 
Senate then. 

Sen. Mitt Romney, R-Utah, 
a moderate who has clashed 
with Trump, said helping 
Ukraine defend itself “is 
about as smart an investment 
as we could possibly make.” 
He added, “What does Amer- 
ica First mean? It means that 
we should first be concerned 
about the interests of America. 
I totally agree.”

Red Cross registers 
hundreds amid fears 
of Russian reprisals

KYIV, Ukraine — The fate 
of hundreds of Ukrainian 
fighters who surrendered 
after holding out against 
punishing attacks on Mari- 
upol’s steel factory hung in 
the balance Thursday, amid 
international fears that the 
Russians may take reprisals 
against the prisoners. 

The Red Cross gathered 
personal information from 
hundreds of the soldiers — 
name, date of birth, closest 
relative — and registered 
them as prisoners of war, 
as part of its role in ensur- 
ing the humane treatment 
of POWs under the Geneva 
Conventions. 

Amnesty International 
said in a tweet that the 
Ukrainian soldiers are pris- 
oners of war and as such 
“must not be subjected 
to any form of torture or 
ill-treatment.” 

More than 1,700 defend- 
ers of the Azovstal steel 
plant in Mariupol have 
surrendered since Monday, 
Russian authorities said, 
in what appeared to be the 
final stage in the nearly 
three-month siege of the 
now-pulverized port city. 

At least some of the 
fighters were taken by 
the Russians to a former 
penal colony in territory 
controlled by Moscow- 
backed separatists. Others 
were hospitalized, accord- 
ing to a separatist official. 
But an undisclosed number 
remained in the warren of

bunkers and tunnels in the 
sprawling plant. 

In a brief video message, 
the deputy commander of 
the Azov Regiment, which 
led the defense of the steel 
mill, said he and other fight- 
ers were still inside. 

“An operation is under- 
way, the details of which I 
will not announce,’ Svyato- 
slav Palamar said. 

While Ukraine expressed 
hope for a _ prisoner 
exchange, Russian author- 
ities have threatened to 
investigate some of the 
Azovstal fighters for war 
crimes and put them on 
trial, branding them Nazis 
and criminals. 

The Azov Regiment’s 


far-right origins have been 
seized on by the Kremlin 
as part of an effort to cast 
Russia’s invasion as a battle 
against Nazi influence in 
Ukraine. 

Also, in the first war 
crimes trial held by Ukraine, 
Sgt. Vadim Shishimarin — a 
21-year-old member of a 
Russian tank unit — testi- 
fied that he shot Oleksandr 
Shelipov, a 62-year-old 
unarmed civilian, in the 
head on an officer’s orders. 

The soldier pleaded guilty 
earlier in the week, but 
prosecutors presented the 
evidence against him in line 
with Ukrainian law. Shishi- 
marin apologized to the 
victim’s widow, Kateryna 


Shelipova, who described 
seeing her husband being 
shot just outside their home 
in the early days of the inva- 
sion. 

In the Poltava region, 
two other Russian soldiers 
appeared in court on war 
crimes charges that they 
shelled civilians. Prosecu- 
tors said both pleaded guilty. 
The next court session in 
their case is May 26. 

Meanwhile, taking 
the Azovstal steel plant 
would allow Russia to 
claim complete control 
of Mariupol and secure a 
long-sought victory. But it 
would be a mostly symbolic 
victory at this point, since 
the city is already effec- 


tively in Moscow’s hands 
and analysts say most of the 
Russian forces that were 
tied down by the battle there 
have already left. 

Kyiv’s troops, bolstered by 
Western weapons, thwarted 
Russia’s initial goal of storm- 
ing the capital, Kyiv, and 
have put up stiff resistance 
against Moscow’s forces 
in the Donbas, the eastern 
industrial region that Pres- 
ident Vladimir Putin has set 
his sights on capturing. 

The surprising success of 
Ukraine’s troops has buoyed 
Kyiv’s confidence. 

Mykhailo Podolyak, an 
adviser to Ukrainian Presi- 
dent Volodymyr Zelenskyy 
who was involved in several 


rounds of talks with Russia, 
said in a tweet addressed to 
Moscow: “Do not offer us a 
cease-fire — this is impos- 
sible without total Russian 
troops withdrawal.” 

“Until Russia is ready to 
fully liberate occupied terri- 
tories, our negotiating team 
is weapons, sanctions and 
money,” he wrote. 

Russia, though, again 
signaled its intent to incor- 
porate or at least maintain 
influence over areas its 
troops have seized. 

Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter Marat Khusnullin this 
week visited the Kherson 
and Zaporizhzhia regions, 
which have been under the 
control of Russian forces 
since shortly after the inva- 
sion began in late February. 

He was quoted by Russian 
news agencies as saying the 
regions could become part 
of “our Russian family.” 

Also, Volodymyr Saldo, 
the Kremlin-installed head 
of the Kherson region, 
appeared in a video on Tele- 
gram saying Kherson “will 
become a subject of the 
Russian Federation.” 

In other developments, 
Gen. Mark Milley, chair- 
man of the U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, spoke by phone 
Thursday with his Russian 
counterpart for the first 
time since the war began, 
and they agreed to keep the 
lines of communications 
open, the Pentagon said. 

On the battlefield, 
Ukraine’s military said 
Russian forces pressed their 
offensive in various sections 
of the front in the Donbas 
but were being repelled. 

On the Russian side of 
the border, the governor of 
Kursk province said a truck 
driver was killed by shelling 
from Ukraine. 





With eye on China, Biden 
travels to SKorea, Japan 


Trip also meant to 
warn Beijing about 
its vexing actions

WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident Joe Biden embarked 
Thursday on a six-day trip 
to South Korea and Japan 
aiming to build rapport 
with the two nations’ lead- 
ers while also sending an 
unmistakable message to 
China: Russia’s faltering 
invasion of Ukraine should 
give Beijing pause about its 
own saber rattling in the 
Pacific. 

Biden’s visit will include 
meetings with newly 
elected South Korean Pres- 
ident Yoon Suk Yeol and 
Japanese Prime Minis- 
ter Fumio Kishida. Their 
talks will touch on trade, 
increasing resilience in the 
global supply chain, grow- 
ing concerns about North 
Korea’s nuclear program 
and the explosive spread of 
COVID-19 in that country. 

While in Japan, Biden will 
also meet with leaders of the 
Indo-Pacific strategic alli- 
ance known as the Quad, a 
group that includes Austra- 
lia, India and Japan. 

The U.S. under Biden has 
forged a united front with 


democratic allies that has 
combined their economic 
heft to make Russia pay 
for its invasion of Ukraine. 
That alliance includes South 
Korea and Japan. But even as 
Biden is to be feted by Yoon 
at a state dinner and hold 
talks with Kishida, the U.S. 
president knows those rela- 
tionships need to be deep- 
ened if they’re to serve as a 
counterweight to China’s 
ambitions. 

White House national 
security adviser Jake Sulli- 
van said the trip would 
“show in living color the 
United States can at once 
lead the free world in 
responding to Russia’s war 
in Ukraine, and that at the 
same time chart acourse for 
effective, principled Ameri- 
can leadership and engage- 
ment in a region that will 
define much of the future of 
the 21st century.” 

The war in Eastern 
Europe has created urgency 
about China among major 
US. allies in the Pacific. 
Many have come to see the 
moment as their own exis- 
tential crisis — one in which 
it’s critical to show China 
it should not try to seize 
contested territory through 
military action. 

Biden’s trip comes as he 
faces strong domestic head- 
winds: an infant formula 
shortage, budget-busting 


inflation, a rising number 
of COVID-19 infections, 
and increasing impatience 
among a Democratic base 
bracing for a U.S. Supreme 
Court ruling that is likely to 
result in a rollback of abor- 
tion rights. 

The conundrums Biden 
faces in Asia are no less 
daunting. China’s military 
assertiveness has grown 
during Biden’s presidency, 
with its provocative actions 
frequently putting the 
region on edge. 

Last month, China held 
military drills around 
Taiwan after a group of U.S. 
lawmakers arrived for talks 
on the self-governed island. 
Late last year China stepped 
up sorties into Taiwan’s air 
space. Taiwan considers 
itself a sovereign state, but 
Beijing views Taiwan as a 
breakaway province and 
has not ruled out force to 
achieve unification. 

Japan has reported 
frequent intrusions by 
China’s military vessels 
into Japanese territorial 
waters around the Senkaku 
Islands in the East China 
Sea. The uninhabited islets 
are controlled by Japan but 
claimed by China, which 
calls them Diaoyu. 

Chinese Foreign Minister 
Wang Yion Wednesday crit- 
icized what he called nega- 
tive moves by Washington 
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Biden will meet with South Korea’s new president during a trip to Asia. AHN YOUNG-JOON/AP 


and Tokyo against Beijing 
during a video call with 
Japanese Foreign Minister 
Yoshimasa Hayashi. 

“What arouses attention 
and vigilance is the fact that, 
even before the American 
leader has set out for the 
meeting, the so-called joint 
Japan-U.S. anti-China rhet- 
oric is already kicking up 
dust,” Wang said, according 
to China’s Foreign Ministry. 

The Biden administration 
has warned China against 
assisting Russia in its war 
with Ukraine. In March, 
the US. informed Asian and 
European allies that Ameri- 


can intelligence determined 
that China had signaled 
to Russia a willingness to 
provide military support and 
financial backing to reduce 
the blow of severe sanctions 
imposed by the U.S. and its 
allies. 

Biden administration off- 
cials say that the Russian 
invasion has been a clari- 
fying moment for some of 
the bigger powers in Asia 
as financial sanctions and 
export bans have been put 
in place to check Russia. 

U.S. Ambassador Rahm 
Emanuel, Biden’s top envoy 
to Japan, said the Japanese 





have stood out by rallying 
eight of 10 members of Asso- 
ciation of Southeast Nations 
to back a U.N. vote against 
the Russian invasion. 

“Japan has been a paceset- 
ter that has picked up and 
set the pace for South Korea, 
Singapore, Australia, New 
Zealand and others here 
in the Indo-Pacific area,” 
Emanuel said of Tokyo’s 
support of Ukraine follow- 
ing the Russian invasion. 

Biden met briefly with 
Kishida at a U.N. climate 
conference last year in Scot- 
land. He has yet to meet with 
Yoon face-to-face.

Biden lauds NATO bids from Finland and Sweden

WASHINGTON — 
Flanked by the leaders of 
Finland and Sweden, Pres- 
ident Joe Biden forcefully 
supported their applications 
to join NATO on Thursday 
as Russia’s war in the heart 
of Europe challenges the 
continent’s security. 

Biden rejected Turkey’s 
opposition, insisting the 
two Nordic nations “meet 


every NATO requirement 
and then some.” 

Biden walked to a White 
House Rose Garden appear- 
ance with his hands on the 
shoulders of Prime Minis- 
ter Magdalena Andersson 
of Sweden and President 
Sauli Niinisto of Finland for 
an event designed to empha- 
size U.S. backing of their 
NATO candidacies. 

The firm show of support 
was targeted not only at 
Russia, but also Turkey’s 
President Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan, who earlier 


emphasized his opposition 
to the two countries joining 
the military alliance. 

Erdogan’s comments 
added to uncertainty about 
whether he is determined 
to derail the expansion, 
which needs the unanimous 
support of all 30 NATO 
members, or whether he 
is using the threat to gain 
concessions from the two 
nations as well as the United 
States. 

Biden, ina pledge, said the 
US. and allies would “deter 
and confront any aggres- 


sion while Finland and 
Sweden are in this accession 
process.” 

Once-neutral Finland 
and Sweden are abandon- 
ing what in Sweden’s case 
has been 200 years of mili- 
tary non-alignment, driven 
to join NATO’s mutual 
defense pact in the wake of 
Russia’s invasion of Ukraine 
and ongoing war there. 

Acceptance of the coun- 
tries would bring into the 
alliance two well-equipped, 
modern militaries on 
Russia’s doorstep. 
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Body armor use a common thread 


by mass shooters 
spikes, data shows

When a shooter attacked a 
supermarket in Buffalo, New 
York, over the weekend, its 
security guard tried to stop 
him. At least one of his shots 
hit the gunman, but it didn’t 
stop the deadly rampage 
because the gunman was 
wearing body armor. 

Ten Black people died in 
the racist massacre, includ- 
ing security guard Aaron 
Salter, a retired Buffalo 
police officer hailed as a 
hero. It’s the latest mass 
shooting in which the 
gunman apparently came 
prepared for anyone trying 
to stop him with a gun. 

At least 21 mass shooters 
over the last four decades 
have worn some kind ofbody 
armor — and the majority 
of those were within the 
last 10 years, according to a 
database maintained by The 
Violence Project, a nonpar- 
tisan research group that 
tracks gun violence. 

Among them: A massa- 
cre that killed 12 people and 
injured dozens more at a 
crowded movie theater in 
Aurora, Colorado, in 2012, 
and another in nearby Boul- 
der that left 10 people dead 
at a supermarket last year. 
The shooter in Texas’s 
deadliest mass slaying was 
also wearing protective 
gear when he killed more 
than two dozen people at a 
church in 2017, as was aradi- 
calized couple who carried 
out a terror attack in San 
Bernardino, California, in 
2015. 

“They’re demonstrat- 
ing this intent that, ‘I want 
to absolutely kill or hurt 
as many people as I possi- 
bly can before I just can’t 
fight anymore,” said Chris 
Burbank, the former Salt 
Lake City police chief now

with the Center for Policing 
Equity. 

The Violence Project 
database doesn’t show a 
clear correlation with body 
armor and the number of 
victims. 

But such gear can enable 
attackers to shoot longer and 
is a symbolic way to adhere 
to societal expectations of 
what a mass shooting looks 
like, said James Densley, a 
criminal justice professor 
at Metro State University in 
Minnesota who co-founded 
The Violence Project. 

“A mass shooting is 
intended to be a final act,” 
Densley said. “So it’s meant 
to be a big spectacle, and it’s 
meant to have people pay 
attention and to notice it. 
One of the ways you do that 
is you dress up pretending 
you’re in the military.” 

Police officers are seeing 
body armor in other types of 
investigations, like narcot- 
ics cases, said former Miami 
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Police Chief Jorge Colina. 

Getting body armor isn’t 
difficult under U.S. laws. It’s 
illegal under federal law 
for aconvicted felon to buy 
body armor, but other than 
that there are few restric- 
tions on purchasing it. 

Only Connecticut blocks 
it from being ordered online 
and shipped to homes. 

Colina would like to 
see more states consider 
stricter rules. 

“T don’t think it’s some- 
thing that is really thought 
about too much, but we’ve 
seen it many times and 
we’ve seen it here in south 
Florida,” Colina said. 
“Somebody commits a 
crime wearing body armor, 
and it’s terrifying. The idea 
that you may not be able to 
stop them if you had to use 
deadly force is terrifying.” 

Still, body armor itself 
isn’t inherently danger- 
ous and is in fact aimed at 
protection — something on 
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the minds of many people 
amid a spike in gun violence 
in the U.S., Burbank said. 
And it’s unclear what effec- 
tive body armor regulation 
would even look like, given 
the difficulty of regulating 
the weapons that are used 
in the shootings. 

“Most of those same laws 
apply to guns,” Burbank 
said. “Does that prohibit 
anyone in this nation from 
having access to a firearm?” 

Body armor hasn’t been 
worn in the majority of 
mass shootings, said James 
Alan Fox, a criminologist 
at Northeastern University 
who has been tracking mass 
killings back to 2006 with 
Associated Press and USA 
Today. 

But it does indicate a 
level of planning. Body 
armor was mentioned 
more than 12 times in the 
online writings attributed 
to the white suspect in the 
Buffalo shooting, Payton 


Gendron, who was arrested 
and has pleaded not guilty 
to murder. 

The Violence Proj- 
ect database also doesn’t 
include slayings that don’t 
meet the definition of a 
mass shooting because 
fewer than four people 
were killed. 

In one such shooting 
at Philadelphia’s Thomas 
Jefferson University 
Hospital last October, a 
nursing assistant in scrubs 
and a ballistics vest killed 
a co-worker and then 
wounded two police offi- 
cers before being killed. 
In another, this month 
in Round Rock, Texas, a 
31-year-old Marine veteran 
wounded aneighbor before 
engaging in a shootout with 
law enforcement, after 
which he was found dead, 
wearing body armor. 

In contrast to U.S. laws, 
four Canadian provinces — 
Alberta, British Columbia, 


Manitoba and Nova Scotia 
— have enacted severe 
restrictions on possess- 
ing body armor. Residents 
must obtain permits to 
possess body armor, includ- 
ing ballistic vests, and 
must undergo background 
checks before getting those 
permits, which must be 
renewed on an annual or 
biannual basis. 

Violators face hefty fines 
and jail time. 

Alberta adopted its law 
in 2012 because of spiral- 
ing gang violence in which 
gang members wore vests 
while committing crimes 
and even sported them in 
public, said Ian Roddick, a 
spokesman with the prov- 
ince’s Ministry of Justice 
and Solicitor General. 

Applicants must have no 
criminal record. Permits 
generally are granted to 
those whose jobs, such as 
security guards, require 
protection.

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Bird flu misinformation takes flight 


Wild claims anger 
farmers forced to 


deal with outbreak

Brad Moline, a fourth- 
generation Iowa turkey 
farmer, saw this happen 
before. In 2015, a virulent 
avian flu outbreak nearly 
wiped out his flock. 

Barns once filled with 
chattering birds were 
suddenly silent. Employees 
were anguished by having 
to kill sickened animals. 
The family business, started 
in 1924, was at serious risk. 

His business recovered, 
but now the virus is back, 
again imperiling the nation’s 
poultry farms. And this 
time, there’s another perni- 
cious force at work: a potent 
wave of misinformation that 
claims the bird flu isn’t real. 

“You just want to beat 
your head against the wall,” 
Moline said of the Facebook 
groups in which people 
insist the flu is fake, or maybe 
a bioweapon. “I under- 
stand the frustration with 
how COVID was handled. I 
understand the lack of trust 
in the media today. I get it. 
But this is real.” 

While it poses little risk to 
humans, the global outbreak 
has led farmers to cull 
millions of birds and threat- 
ens to add to already rising 
food prices. 

It’s also spawning fantas- 
tical claims similar to the 
ones that arose during 
the COVID-19 pandemic, 
underscoring how conspir- 
acy theories often emerge 
at times of uncertainty, and 
how the internet and a deep- 
ening distrust of science 
and institutions fuel their 
spread. 

The claims can be found 
on obscure online message 
boards and major platforms 
like Twitter. Some versions 
claim the flu is fake, a hoax 
being used to justify reduc- 
ing the supply of birds in an 
effort to drive up food prices, 
either to wreck the global

economy or force people 
into vegetarianism. 

“There is no bird flu’ out- 
break,” wrote one man on 
Reddit. “It’s just Covid for 
chickens.” 

Other posters insist the 
flu is real, but that it was 
genetically engineered as a 
weapon, possibly intended 
to touch off a new round of 
COVID-style lockdowns. A 
version of the story popu- 
lar in India posits that 5G 
cell towers are somehow to 
blame for the virus. 

As evidence, many of 
those claiming that the fluis 
fake note that animal health 
authorities monitoring the 
outbreak are using some of 
the same technology used 
to test for COVID-19. 

“They’re testing the 
animals for bird flu with 
PCR tests. That should give 
you a clue as to what’s going 
on,” wrote one Twitter user, 
in a post that’s been liked 
and retweeted thousands 
of times. 

In truth, PCR tests have 
been used routinely in 
medicine, biology and 


even law enforcement for 
decades; their creator won 
a Nobel Prize in 1993. 

The reality of the 
outbreak is far more 
mundane, if no less devas- 
tating to birds and people 
who depend on them for 
their livelihood. 

Farmers in states like 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Nebraska 
and South Dakota have 
already culled millions 
of fowl to prevent the 
outbreak from spread- 
ing. Zoos around the U.S. 
have moved exotic bird 
exhibits indoors to protect 
their animals, and wildlife 
authorities are discourag- 
ing backyard bird feeding in 
some states to prevent the 
spread by wild birds. The 
disease has also claimed 
bald eagles around the 
country. 

The first known human 
case of the H5N1 outbreak 
in the U.S. was confirmed 
last month in Colorado in 
a prison inmate who had 
been assisting with culling 
and disposing of poultry at 
alocal farm. 


Most human cases 
involve direct contact with 
infected birds, meaning the 
risk to a broad population is 
low, but experts around the 
country are monitoring the 
virus closely just to be sure, 
according to Keith Poulsen, 
director of the Wiscon- 
sin Veterinary Diagnostic 
Laboratory, an agency that 
tracks animal disease in 
part to protect the state’s 
agricultural industries. 

“T can guarantee you, this 
is the real deal,” Poulsen 
said. “We certainly aren’t 
making this up.” 

Poultry farms drive the 
local economy in some parts 
of Wisconsin, Poulsen also 
said, adding that a devas- 
tating outbreak of avian 
flu could create real hard- 
ships for farmers as well as 
consumers. 

While the details may 
vary, the conspiracy theo- 
ries about avian flu all speak 
to a distrust of authority and 
institutions, and a suspicion 
that millions of doctors, 
scientists, veterinarians, 
journalists and elected offi- 


cials around the world can 
no longer be trusted. 

Polls show trust in many 
American institutions — 
including the news media 
— has fallen in recent years. 
Trust in science and scien- 
tific experts is also down, 
and along partisan lines. 

Moline, the Iowa turkey 
farmer, said he sympathizes 
with people who ques- 
tion what they read about 
viruses, given the last two 
years and bitter debates 
about masks, vaccines and 
lockdowns. But he said 
anyone who doubts the 
existence or seriousness of 
the avian flu doesn’t under- 
stand the threat. 

The 2015 outbreak was 
later determined to be the 
most expensive animal 
health disaster in U.S. 
history. Moline’s farm had 
to cull tens of thousands of 
turkeys after the flu got into 
one of his barns. Workers 
at the farm now abide by a 
hygiene policy meant to 
limit the spread of viruses, 
including using different 
pairs of boots and clothes 


for different barns. 

Conspiracy theories are 
bound to flourish during 
times of social unrest or 
unease, according to John 
Jackson, dean of the Annen- 
berg School of Communi- 
cation at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Before the internet, 
there were likely just as 
many people who privately 
doubted explanations 
for big events, Jackson 
said. But they had limited 
opportunities to connect 
with like-minded individ- 
uals, few chances to win 
new converts, and no way 
to broadcast their views to 
strangers. 

Conspiracy theories that 
gain wide popularity — such 
as the QAnon movement or 
discredited claims about 
COVID-19 — work because 
they give believers a sense 
of control in a rapidly 
changing, interconnected 
world, Jackson said. 

“There isn’t aphenomena 
on the planet, whether it’s 
the avian flu or 5G, that isn’t 
already primed for conspir- 
acists,” Jackson said. 

Claims that the avian flu 
is a hoax used to drive up 
food prices also highlight 
real-world concerns about 
inflation and food short- 
ages. Worries that the flu 
is somehow linked to 5G 
towers underscore anxi- 
eties about technological 
change. Suggestions that 
it will be used to mandate 
vegetarianism, on the other 
hand, reflect uncertainties 
about sustainable agricul- 
ture, climate change and 
animal welfare. 

Jackson noted that 
conspiracy theories defy 
common sense in their cine- 
matic fantasies about vast, 
sprawling conspiracies 
of millions working with 
clockwork efficiency to 
undermine human affairs. 

“Conspiracy theories rest 
on the idea that humans 
have the capacity for keep- 
ing secrets,” Jackson said. 
“But they underestimate 
the reality that we aren’t 
very good at keeping them” 
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Grand jury indicts suspect in 
shooting at market in Buffalo

BUFFALO, NY. — The 
white man accused of kill- 
ing 10 Black people at a 
supermarket in Buffalo 
appeared in court Thurs- 
day, standing silently during 
abrief proceeding attended 
by some relatives of the 
victims after a grand jury 
indicted him. 

Payton Gendron, 18, wore 
an orange jail uniform, a 
mask and handcuffs. As 
he was led out, someone 
shouted “Payton, you’re a 
coward!” from the gallery. 

At his initial court appear- 
ance last week, Gendron’s 
court-appointed lawyer 
entered a plea of “not 
guilty.” Gendron is being 
held in jail without bail and 
is due back in court June 9. 

Assistant District Attor- 
ney Gary Hackbush said 
the first-degree murder 
indictment, which covers 
all 10 deaths, was handed 
up Wednesday. 

Thirteen people were 
shot Saturday at the 
Tops Friendly Market in 
a predominantly Black 
neighborhood of Buffalo. 
Authorities are continuing 
to investigate the possibility 
of hate crime and terrorism 


charges. 

Also Thursday, The 
nation’s oldest civil rights 
organization said it will 
propose a sweeping plan 
meant to protect Black 
Americans from white 
supremacist violence. 

Inaplan first shared with 
The Associated Press, the 
NAACP suggests a policy 
approach to stopping future 
acts of anti-Black domes- 
tic terrorism that involves 
law enforcement, business 
regulation and gun control. 
The proposal points to 
measures that could be 
taken up immediately by the 
Department of Justice and 
the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. 

The plan calls for hold- 
ing accountable any corpo- 
ration that is complicit in 
the spread of bigotry and 
racism through news media 
and on social platforms, 
for enacting gun violence 
prevention measures that 
keep mass-casualty weap- 
ons out of the hands of 
would-be assailants and for 
reforming police practices 
so Black Americans experi- 
ence the same de-escalation 
tactics often used to peace- 
fully apprehend murderous 
white supremacists. 

Gendron livestreamed 


the attack from a helmet 
camera before surrendering 
to police outside the grocery 
store. 

Shortly before the attack, 
he posted hundreds of 
pages of writings to online 
discussion groups where 
he detailed his plans for the 
assault and his racist moti- 
vation. 

Investigators have been 
examining those docu- 
ments, which included a 
private diary he kept on the 
chat platform Discord. 

Gendron’s online writ- 
ings said he planned the 
assault after becoming 
infatuated with white 
supremacist ideology he 
encountered online. 

The diary said Gendron 
planned his attack in secret, 
with no outside help, 
but Discord confirmed 
Wednesday that an invi- 
tation to access his private 
writings was sent to a small 
group of people about 30 
minutes before the assault 
began. 

Some of them accepted 
the invitation. It was 
unclear how many read 
what he had written or 
logged on to view the 
assault live. It also wasn’t 
clear whether anyone tried 
to alert law enforcement. 





Big questions remain about 
formula shortage relief plan

WASHINGTON — 
Administration officials 
struggled Thursday to 
explain how President Joe 
Biden’s decision to invoke 
a Cold War-era statute will 
help alleviate the shortage 
of baby formula that has left 
desperate parents search- 
ing for ways to feed their 
infants. 

On Wednesday, Biden 
authorized the use of the 
Defense Production Act 
in an effort to ensure that 
formula manufacturers 
had access to the ingre- 
dients and materials they 
need to ramp up produc- 
tion. Shortages developed 
after Abbott Laboratories, 


which controls 48% of 


the baby formula market, 
voluntarily recalled some 
of its most popular products 
in February and shuttered a 
plant in Sturgis, Michigan, 
over concerns about possi- 
ble contamination. 

But a senior adminis- 
tration official, who spoke 
Thursday on the condition 
of anonymity, declined to 
say whether any formula 
companies reported having 
trouble getting ingredients 
or materials in a timely 
manner. 

In response to questions 
about the potential impact 
of the president’s decision, 
the official repeatedly said 
the administration was 
“having active and ongo- 
ing conversations with the 
companies” but declined to 
say what the companies had 
requested or even whether 
the firms had identified 
problems needing govern- 
ment assistance. 

The official also could 
not answer how much 
faster the administration 
believed formula would 
reach consumers with the 
invocation of the Defense 
Production Act. And the 
official declined to explain 
why Biden did not autho- 
rize the use of the law weeks 
or months ago, when the 
shortages began.

The official said only 
that the administration had 
“been clear from the outset 
that we are going to pull 
every lever that we can find 
when we need to deploy a 
lever” and added that invok- 
ing the Defense Production 
Act “builds on” previous 
actions that the adminis- 
tration has taken. 

Biden’s White House has 
accelerated its response 
to the shortage of baby 
formula in recent days as 
media reporting about 
the impact on families has 
increased. This week, there 
have been several reports of 
small children and infants 
who were taken to hospitals 
because their parents could 
not find the specialized 
baby formula they needed. 

On Monday, the Food 
and Drug Administration 
announced it would relax 
guidelines for imports of 
baby formula from other 
countries. On Wednes- 
day, Biden also announced 
a plan to use planes 
contracted by the Defense 
Department to help speed 
the import of formula. 

A second administration 
official on Thursday said 
companies with formula to 
ship into the United States 
could use the Defense 
Department planes after 
“some negotiations.” The 
formula would be flown to 
the companies’ U.S. facili- 
ties to be inspected by the 


FDA before being distrib- 
uted to retail locations. 

The first administra- 
tion official said the White 
House was “actively in 
conversations and discus- 
sions with manufacturers 
about where there might 
be cargo around the world 
that would be suitable for 
that procedure.” The official 
declined to reveal which 
companies the administra- 
tion was engaging with. 

The Defense Production 
Act was created to give the 
government the power to 
ensure the flow of weapons 
during wartime. Earlier 
this year, Biden invoked 
the law to increase domes- 
tic production of critical 
minerals and metals needed 
for technologies like electric 
vehicles. 

Several congressional 
Democrats on Wednesday 
praised the president for 
taking action, saying that 
the administration should 
do everything possible to 
resolve the shortages. Some 
Republicans, however, criti- 
cized the administration for 
misusing the act. 

“It seems the adminis- 
tration has no use for the 
word ‘defense’ in Defense 
Production Act,” Sen. Pat 
Toomey, R-Pa., said in a 
statement. He accused 
Biden of “misusing the DPA 
statute every time there’s a 
temporary product short- 
age.”

Lawmakers in Okla. 
approve bill banning 
almost all abortions

OKLAHOMA CITY — 
Oklahoma lawmakers on 
Thursday approved a bill 
prohibiting all abortions with 
few exceptions, and provid- 
ers said they would stop 
performing the procedure 
as soon as the governor signs 
the bill. 

Two of the state’s four 
abortion clinics already 
stopped providing abortions 
after the governor signed a 
six-week ban this month, and 
an attorney for the two other 
independent clinics said they 
will no longer offer services 
once the bill is signed. 

“This bill could go into 
effect at any time, and once 
it does, any person can 
sue the clinic, the doctors, 
anyone else who is involved 
in providing an abortion 
in Oklahoma,” said Rabia 
Mugaddam, an attorney for 
the Center for Reproductive 
Rights, which is represent- 
ing Oklahoma clinics in legal 
challenges against several 
proposed new anti-abortion 
laws. 

The bills are part of an 
aggressive push in Repub- 
lican-led states across the 
country to scale back abor- 
tion rights. It comes on the 
heels of a leaked draft opin- 
ion from the U.S. Supreme 
Court that suggests justices 
are considering weakening 
or overturning the landmark 
Roe v. Wade decision that 
legalized abortion nearly 50 
years ago. 

The bill by would prohibit 
all abortions, except to save 
the life of a pregnant woman 
or if the pregnancy is the 
result of rape or incest that 
has been reported to law 
enforcement. 

“Ts our goal to defend the 
right to life or isn’t it?” state 
Rep. Wendi Stearman, the 
author of the bill, asked her 
colleagues before it passed 
on a 73-16 vote mostly along 


party lines. 


The bill is one of at least 
three anti-abortion bills sent 
this year to Oklahoma Gov. 
Kevin Stitt, who has indicated 
he'll sign it. 

Another Texas-style abor- 
tion bill that prohibits the 
procedure after cardiac 
activity can be detected in the 
embryo, which experts say is 
about six weeks, already has 
taken effect and has already 
dramatically curtailed the 
practice in Oklahoma. 

Another bill set to take 
effect this summer would 
make it a felony to perform 
an abortion, punishable by 
up to 10 years in prison. That 
bill contains no exceptions for 
rape or incest. 


Russia probe testimony: The 
star prosecution witness in 
the trial of a Hillary Clinton 
campaign lawyer testified

percent confident” that the 
attorney told him he was not 
acting on behalf of a particu- 
lar client when he presented 
information meant to cast 
suspicions on Donald Trump 
and possible links to Russia.

Sussmann’s lawyers deny 
he lied and sought Thurs-

shifted over time.

or atrocities against civilians. 

Under its new “crisis 
misinformation policy,” 
Twitter will also add warn- 
ing labels to debunked claims 
about ongoing humanitar- 
ian crises, the company said. 
Users won’t be able to like, 
forward or respond to posts 
that violate the new rules. 

The changes make Twit- 
ter the latest social platform 
to grapple with the misin- 
formation, propaganda and 
rumors that have proliferated 
since Russia invaded Ukraine 
in February.

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S&P inches closer to 20% 
threshold for bear market 


Markets continue free fall as investors fear inflation eating up profits at US firms

NEW YORK — Another volatile day on 
Wall Street ended with more losses for 
stocks Thursday, drawing the S&P 500 
closer to its first bear market since the 
beginning of the pandemic. 

The index, abenchmark for many funds, 
fell 0.6% after easing off a deeper stumble. 
The latest decline came a day after the S&P 
500 had its biggest drop in nearly two years. 
It’s down 18.7% from the record high it set 
early this year and is nearly at the 20% 
threshold that defines a bear market. 

The Dow Jones Industrial Average fell 
0.8% and the Nasdaq slipped 0.3%. 

The indexes have remained mired in a 
slump as investors worry that the soaring 
inflation that’s hurting people shopping 
for groceries and filling their cars up is also 
walloping profits at U.S. companies. 

The latest pullback is further indication 
“that the market is trying to find direc- 
tion,” said Lindsey Bell, chief markets and 
money strategist at Ally Invest. “There’s 


just still a significant amount of uncertainty, 
especially in regard to what the (Federal 
Reserve) is going to do, how that’s going 
to impact growth in the future, and addi- 
tionally, where the heck is inflation going 
from here” 

The S&P 500 fell 22.89 points to 
3,900.79. The Dow dropped 236.94 points 
to 31,253.13. The Nasdaq slid 29.66 points 
to 11,388.50. The three indexes are on pace 
to extend a string of at least six weekly 
losses. The Russell 2000 rose 1.38 points 
to 1,776.22. 

Rising interest rates, high inflation, the 
war in Ukraine and a slowdown in China’s 
economy have caused investors to recon- 
sider the prices they’re willing to pay for 
a range of stocks, from tech companies to 
automakers. 

Wall Street is also worried about the 
Federal Reserve’s plan to fight the highest 
inflation in four decades. The Fed is raising 
interest rates and investors are concerned 
that the central bank could cause a reces- 
sion ifit raises rates too high or too quickly. 

The 10-year Treasury pulled back to 


2.85% from 2.88% late Wednesday, but 
it has been generally rising as investors 
prepare for a market with higher interest 
rates. That has also pushed up mortgage 
rates, which is contributing to aslowdown 
in home sales. 

The pile of concerns on Wall Street has 
made for choppy trading and big swings 
between gains and losses within any given 
day. 

Technology stocks have been some of 
the most volatile holdings. The sector has 
been hit especially hard by the Fed’s policy 
shift to raise interest rates. Low rates help 
support investments considered more risky, 
and higher rates lessen the incentive to take 
that risk. 

Technology stocks fell Thursday, 
accounting for a big share of the S&P 500’s 
drop. 

Cisco Systems slumped 13.7% after the 
seller of routers and switches cut its profit 
forecast amid supply chain constraints. 
Synopsis jumped 10.3% after the software 
company raised its financial forecasts for 
the year.

New hospitals on life support 


Facilities opened amid the 
pandemic are now in crisis 
over COVID-19 relief funds

THOMASVILLE, Ala. — A whole town 
celebrated in 2020 when, early in the coro- 
navirus pandemic, Thomasville Regional 
Medical Center opened, offering state- 
of-the-art medicine that was previously 
unavailable in a poor, isolated part of 
Alabama. The timing for the ribbon-cutting 
seemed perfect: New treatment options 
would be available in an underserved area 
just as a global health crisis was unfolding. 

In the end, that same timing may be the 
reason for the hospital’s undoing. 

Now deep in the red two years into the 
pandemic, the 29-bed, $40 million hospital 
with 110 employees is among three medi- 
cal centers in the United States that say 
they are missing out on millions in federal 
pandemic relief money because the facili- 
ties are so new they lack full financial state- 
ments from before the crisis to prove how 
much it cost them. 

In Thomasville, about 95 miles north of 
Mobile, hospital officials have worked more 


than ayear to convince federal officials they 
should have gotten $8.2 million through 
the CARES Act, not just the $1 million they 
received. With a total debt of $35 million, 
the quest gets more urgent each day, said 
CEO Curtis James. 

“No hospital can sustain itself without 
getting the CARES Act money that every- 
body else got’ James said. 

CEO Barry Beus also is trying to plug 
a gap at Rock Regional Hospital, located 
south of Wichita in Derby, Kansas. The 
hospital is due as much as $15.8 million, 
officials said, but because it only opened 
in April 2019 and lacks complete pre-pan- 
demic financial statements, it has received 
just alittle more than $985,000. 

The only thing that’s saved the facility 
from financial ruin so far is the cooperation 
of doctors, contractors and vendors who 
haven't pushed for payments, he said. 

“Tf we lose them, we lose the hospital,” 
said Beus. 

Three Crosses Regional Hospital opened 
in 2020 in Las Cruces, New Mexico, and 
piled up $16.8 million in losses in just three 
quarters while receiving only $28,000 in 
aid, said Landon Fulmer, a Washington 
lobbyist working with all three hospitals 
to obtain additional funding. Each facility is 
being penalized for being new even though 


they provided the same costly COVID-19 
care as other medical centers and lost reve- 
nue from other procedures including elec- 
tive surgeries, he said. 

“It really is quite a strange situation in a 
way, one that shouldn’t have happened,” 
Fulmer said. 

With about 420,000 health care provid- 
ers nationwide already receiving assistance 
froma $178 billion pot, the governmentisn’t 
covering 100% of losses for anyone, said 
Chris Lundquist, a spokesman for the US. 
Health Resources and Services Adminis- 
tration, which is overseeing the program. 

“HRSA has strived to provide as much 
support as possible to as many hospitals as 
possible within the limits of the law and 
funding,” he said. The agency said it used 
proxy financial information for hospitals 
that opened in 2019 or 2020 to create an 
equitable payment system. 

“They have all received funding,” said 
Lundquist. 

While virtually all the aid money is 
spoken for, Lundquist said hospitals seek- 
ing additional aid can go through an appeals 
process. Hospitals also can seek a supple- 
mental appropriation or funding in the 
upcoming fiscal years, he said. 

All three of the hospitals say they deserve 
more. 


McDonald’s sells all 850 Russian restaurants

McDonald’s is selling all of its restaurants 
in Russia 30 years after the burger chain 
became a powerful symbol of easing Cold 
War tensions between the United States 
and Soviet Union. 

The company shuttered hundreds of 
locations in March after Russia invaded 
Ukraine, which has cost McDonald’s 
about $55 million per month. On Monday, 
McDonald’s announced it would sell those 
stores and leave Russia. 

Alexander Govor, a McDonald’s licensee 
who operates 25 restaurants in Siberia, has 
agreed to buy McDonald’s 850 Russian 
restaurants and operate them under anew 


name, the Chicago-based burger giant said 
Thursday. 

McDonald’s did not disclose the terms 
of the sale. Last year, McDonald’s Russian 
operations contributed 9% of the compa- 
ny’s total annual sales, or around $2 billion. 

McDonald’s was among the first Western 
consumer brands to enter Russia in 1990. 
Its gleaming store near Pushkin Square in 
Moscow, which opened shortly after the 
fall of the Berlin Wall, signaled a new era 
of optimism in the wake of the Cold War. 

It’s the first time the company has exited 
a major market. It plans to start removing 
golden arches and other symbols and signs 
with the company’s name. McDonald’s said 
it will also will maintain its trademarks in 
Russia and enforce them if necessary. 


The sale announced Thursday is subject 
to regulatory approval, but is expected to 
close within a few weeks, McDonald’s said. 

Govor, a licensee since 2015, has also 
agreed to retain McDonald’s 62,000 
Russian employees for at least two years 
on equivalent terms. Govor also agreed to 
pay the salaries of McDonald’s corporate 
employees until the sale closes. 

Govor is also half-owner of Neftekhim- 
servis, a construction investor that owns an 
oil refinery in Siberia. 

It’s unclear if other U.S. chains will follow 
McDonald’s lead and leave Russia. McDon- 
ald’s owned 84% of its Russian stores, 
which gave it more control over opera- 
tions than many of its rivals whose stores 
are owned by franchisees. 





House OKs 
bill aimed 


at oil ‘price 
gouging’

WASHINGTON — A closely divided 
House approved legislation Thursday to 
crack down on alleged price gouging by oil 
companies as prices at the pump continue 
to soar. 

A bill backed by House Democrats 
would give President Joe Biden authority 
to declare an energy emergency that would 
make it unlawful to increase gasoline and 
home energy fuel prices in an “excessive” 
or exploitative manner. The bill directs 
the Federal Trade Commission to punish 
companies that engage in price gouging. 

Rep. Kim Schrier, D-Wash., who co-spon- 
sored the bill, called it “infuriating” that 
spikes in gas prices were “happening at the 
same time that gas and oil companies are 
making record profits and taking advantage 
of international crises to make a profit.” 

The measure was approved 217-207. It 
now goes to the Senate, where a similar bill 
is pending but faces steep odds amid a 50-50 
split between Democrats and Republicans. 

The focus on price gouging comes as gas 
prices hit an average of $4.59 per gallon 
Thursday — 49 cents a gallon higher than a 
month ago and $1.55 higher than a year ago, 
according to AAA. 

ExxonMobil, Chevron and other major 
oil companies announced profits totaling 
more than $40 billion in the first quarter of 
the year. Many of the companies are spend- 
ing billions on stock buybacks and dividend 
payments to investors. 

“Big Oil is price gouging families because 
they can,” said Rep. Katie Porter, D-Calif. 

Republicans and industry groups called 
the bill misguided, saying there is no 
evidence of price gouging. Oil is a global 
commodity and prices are set on the global 
market. 





Spirit calling for 
JetBlue rejection 


Spirit Airlines is advising shareholders to 
reject a tender offer for shares from JetBlue 
three days after it went hostile in its bid to 
create what would be the nation’s fifth-larg- 
est airline. 

Spirit repeated Thursday that any attempt 
to merge with the New York carrier would 
face substantial regulatory hurdles, largely 
because of JetBlue’s alliance with Ameri- 
can Airlines in the Northeast. The Justice 
Department is suing to block that deal. 

JetBlue offered to buy Spirit after a 
proposed acquisition of that carrier by Fron- 
tier Airlines, a deal Spirit is backing despite 
a lower offering price. 

The offer Monday from JetBlue was for 
$30 per share in cash, or more than $3.2 
billion. 





NHTSA reviews 
fatal Tesla crash 


DETROIT — The US. government’s road 
safety agency has dispatched a team to inves- 
tigate the possibility that a Tesla involved in 
a California crash that killed three people 
was operating on a partially automated driv- 
ing system. 

The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration on Wednesday said it is 
investigating the May 12 crash on the Pacific 
Coast Highway in Newport Beach. 

Since 2016, the agency has sent teams to 34 
crashes in which advanced driver assistance 
systems were either in use or suspected of 
operating. Of the 34, Teslas were involved 
in 28, according to an NHTSA document. 
Fifteen people died in the crashes and at 
least 15 more were hurt. Of the deaths, 14 
occurred in crashes involving Teslas.

Pollution kills 9M around the 
world each year, study shows

A new study blames 
pollution of all types for 9 
million deaths a year glob- 
ally, with the death toll 
attributed to dirty air from 
cars, trucks and industry 
rising 55% since 2000. 

That increase is offset by 
fewer deaths from primi- 
tive indoor stoves and water 
contaminated with human 
and animal waste, so overall 
pollution deaths in 2019 are 
about the same as 2015. 

The United States is 
the only fully industrial- 
ized country in the top 10 
nations for total pollution 
deaths, ranking seventh 
with 142,883 deaths 
blamed on pollution in 
2019, sandwiched between 
Bangladesh and Ethiopia, 
according to a new study 
in the journal The Lancet 
Planetary Health. 

Tuesday’s pre-pandemic 
study is based on calcu- 
lations derived from the 
Global Burden of Disease 
database and the Insti- 
tute for Health Metrics 
and Evaluation in Seattle. 
India and China lead the 
world in pollution deaths 
with nearly 2.4 million and 
almost 2.2 million deaths 


a year, but the two nations 
also have the world’s largest 
populations. 

When deaths are put 
on a per population rate, 
the United States ranks 
31st from the bottom at 
43.6 pollution deaths per 
100,000. Chad and the 
Central African Repub- 
lic rank the highest with 
rates of about 300 pollution 
deaths per 100,000, more 
than half of them due to 
tainted water, while Brunei, 
Qatar and Iceland have the 
lowest pollution death rates, 
ranging from 15 to 23. The 
global average is 117 deaths 
per 100,000 people. 

Pollution kills about the 
same number of people 
a year around the world 
as cigarette smoking 
and secondhand smoke 
combined, the study said. 

“The bad news is that 
it’s not decreasing,” said 
Philip Landrigan, director 
of the Global Public Health 
Program and Global Pollu- 
tion Observatory at Boston 
College. “We’re making 
gains in the easy stuff and 
we're seeing the more diffi- 
cult stuff, which is the ambi- 
ent (outdoor industrial) air 
pollution and the chemical 
pollution, still going up.” 

The certificates for these 


deaths don’t say pollution. 
They list heart disease, 
stroke, lung cancer, other 
lung issues and diabetes 
that are “tightly correlated” 
with pollution by numerous 
epidemiological studies, 
Landrigan said. To then put 
these together with actual 
deaths, researchers look at 
the number of deaths by 
cause, exposure to pollu- 
tion weighted for various 
factors, and then compli- 
cated exposure response 
calculations derived by 
large epidemiological stud- 
ies based on thousands 
of people over decades of 
study, he said. It’s the same 
way scientists can say ciga- 
rettes cause cancer and 
heart disease deaths. 
Three-quarters of the 
overall pollution deaths 
came from air pollution 
and the overwhelming part 
of that is “a combination 
of pollution from station- 
ary sources like coal-fired 
power plants and steel mills 
on one hand and mobile 
sources like cars, trucks 
and buses. And it’s just a 
big global problem,” said 
Landrigan, a public health 
physician. “And it’s getting 
worse around the world as 
countries develop and cities

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Known for waste, wedding

NEW YORK — The 
wedding industry remains 
fraught with waste, but 
a growing contingent of 
brides and grooms is push- 
ing for more sustainable 
changes, from the way they 
invite guests to the food they 
serve and the clothes they 
wear. 

The wedding resource 
The Knot estimates that 
more than two-thirds of 
about 15,000 site users did 
or planned to incorporate 
eco-conscious touches, 
including secondhand decor, 
minimizing food waste 
and avoiding one-time use 
products. Nearly 1 in 3 said 
vendors should be more 
proactive in leading the way. 

After two chaotic years 
for the wedding indus- 
try, searches on Pinter- 
est for thrifted weddings 
have tripled, and they’ve 
doubled for wedding dress 
reuse ideas, according to the 
site’s 2022 wedding trends 
report. The online resale 
giant Poshmark said demand 
for secondhand wedding 
dresses is at an all-time high, 
especially for those costing 
$500 or more. 

Lauren Kay, executive 
editor of The Knot, said 
more venues, caterers and 
other vendors are taking 
notice. 

For example, Something 
Borrowed Blooms offers 
silk florals rather than fresh 
cut flowers, which often 
travel long distances and are 
arranged using non-recycla- 
ble foam. Nova by Enaura 
rents bridal veils. VerTerra 
sells bowls and compostable 
plates made of fallen palm 
leaves, while Pollyn, a 
plant shop in the Brook- 
lyn borough of New York, 
uses biodegradable nursery 
pots as more couples turn to 
plants in place of cut flowers. 

For Anna Masiello, getting 
it right for her May 28 
wedding is an extension of 
amore climate-friendly life-

style she embraced several 
years ago after moving from 
her native Italy to Portugal 
to earn a master’s degree in 
environmental sustainability. 

“T really started to learn 
about climate change and the 
real impacts ofit. We hear so 
much aboutit but sometimes 
it’sso overwhelming that we 
decide not to learn more or to 
understand it,’ said Masiello, 
28. “I just said, OK, it’s time 
to act.” 

Masiello’s naturally dyed 
lavender wedding outfit of a 
long skirt and matching top 
is made of deadstock linen 
(material that factories or 
stores weren’t able to use 
or sell). The trousers and 
shirt her fiance will wear 
are secondhand. The rings 
they’ll exchange belonged 
to two of their grandparents. 

Her fiance carved her 
engagement ring out of 
wood froma tree her parents 
planted when she was born. 

The couple’s 50 guests 
at the outdoor ceremony in 
an uncle’s yard will throw 
confetti punched out of 
fallen leaves, and the decor 
will include wood, used 
glass jars, and plants from 
the garden. In place of paper 
goods, they went digital. And 
no favors willbe handed out. 
To help take the carbon sting 
out of some guests’ plane 
travel, the couple plans to 


plant trees. 

In Los Angeles, 31-year- 
old Lena Kazer has thought 
aboutit, too, for her wedding 
Saturday in her backyard 
with 38 guests. 

“Both of us are a little 
disgusted by the extrava- 
gance of the wedding indus- 
try,” she said. “We agreed we 
would use the resources that 
we have and avoid buying 
anything that we won’t 
continue to use.” 

They are using com- 
postable or recyclable uten- 
sils, cups and plates. They’re 
batching cocktails to reduce 
waste, and are using their 
own furniture for seating. 
Kazer’s bouquet will be 
made of real flowers, but she 
has kept flower purchases to 
aminimum. 

“We're buying almost 
all decorations at thrift 
stores, and I’m wearing my 
sister’s wedding dress and 
my mom’s veil,” she said. 
“We told everyone they 
could wear whatever they 
wanted after hearing about 
people spending thousands 
of dollars on new outfits for 
weddings.” 

Other ideas for green 
weddings include using 
seed paper, which can be 
planted by recipients, and 
serving organic, seasonal, 
farm-to-table food, with 
leftovers donated.

If you're tired of it, get rid of the guns 


How long does it 
take to get over a mass 
shooting? 

Well, for the families 
and friends of victims of 
the Buffalo, New York, 
supermarket disaster, 
where 10 people were 
killed by a gunman with a semi-automatic 
rifle, obviously forever. But when it comes 
to the rest of the country, one man who 
ought to know says the public has already 
started to move on. 

“That’s the pattern,” said Democratic 
Sen. Chris Murphy of Connecticut. 
“Despite gun violence rates going through 
the roof, the country only pays attention 
when there’s a mass shooting, and then the 
country only pays attention for 24 to 48 
hours.” 

Murphy was formerly the congressman 
from the district where 20-year-old Adam 
Lanza killed 26 people, including 20 chil- 
dren, with a semi-automatic rifle at Sandy 
Hook Elementary in 2012. Murphy later 
moved on to the Senate, where in 2016 he 
staged an old-school filibuster, speaking 
for more than 14 hours to protest the fact 
that his colleagues weren’t planning to do

America’s 
Mastriano 
problem 


Ifthe Ohio Senate 
primary this month 
provided some clarity 
about the ideological 
divisions in the Repub- 
lican Party, this week’s 
primaries often seemed 
more like a showcase 
for the distinctive personalities that popu- 
late a Trumpified GOP. 

The Pennsylvania Senate race gave us 
an especially vivid mix: As of this writ- 
ing, the Celebrity Doctor and the Hedge 
Fund Guy Pretending to Be a MAGA True 
Believer may be headed for a recount, after 
the Would-Be Media Personality With the 
Inspiring Backstory and the Unfortunate 
Twitter Feed faded back into the pack. In 
the governor’s race, Republican voters 
chose to nominate Doug Mastriano, aka 
the QAnon Dad. In North Carolina, they 
ended — for now — the political career of 
Rep. Madison Cawthorn, the Obviously 
Suffering Grifter. 

On substance, as opposed to personality, 
though, the night’s stakes were relatively 
simple: Can Republicans prevent their 
party from becoming the party of constitu- 
tional crisis, with leaders tacitly commit- 
ted to turning the next close presidential 
election into a legal-judicial-political train 
wreck? 

This is a distinctive version of a familiar 
political problem. Whenever a destabiliz- 
ing populist rebellion is unleashed inside a 
democratic polity, there are generally two 
ways to bring back stability without some 
kind of crisis or rupture in the system. 

Sometimes the revolt can be quaran- 
tined within a minority coalition and 
defeated by a majority. This was the 
destiny, for instance, of William Jennings 
Bryan’s 1890s prairie-populist rebellion, 
which took over the Democratic Party 
but went down to multiple presidential 
defeats at the hands of the more establish- 
ment Republicans. You can see a similar 
pattern, for now, in French politics, where 
the populism of Marine Le Pen keeps 
getting isolated and defeated by the widely 
disliked but grudgingly tolerated centrism 
of Emmanuel Macron. 

In the alternative path to stability, the

The gunman at the Pulse nightclub used 
asemi-automatic rifle. See a pattern here, 
anybody? And what should we do about it? 

A) Toughen background check laws. 

B) Limit the sale of semi-automatics to 
people with hunting licenses. 

C) Good Lord, just get rid of them. 

Yeah, C does simplify things, doesn’t it? 
After we learned that Payton Gendron, the 
18-year-old suspect in the Buffalo shooting, 
had been able to buy an AR-15-style assault 
rifle with just a little more effort than it 
would take to buy a burrito, inquiring 
minds wanted to know why. 

It turns out that in many states, semi- 
automatic rifles are basically regarded as 
weapons of sport — the kind of thing you 
would use to go hunting deer or target 
shooting. 

“The industry has gone to an extreme 
effort to argue it’s aneeded hunting gun. 

I think they doth protest too much,” said 
Ryan Busse, a former executive in the gun 
industry who has now become acritic. (A 
memoir of his transformation, “Gunfight,” 
was published last year.) 

Claiming that you need a semi-auto- 






matic rifle for hunting, Busse said, is like 
arguing that you need a Formula One race- 
car to go shopping. 

Congress did ban semi-automatic rifles 
in 1994, in a law with a 10-year expiration 
date. After the ban expired, the number of 
mass shootings increased. And Congress 
responded by ... pretty much ignoring the 
matter completely. Hey, the Republicans 
had taken control. 

Same thing now, of course. Nobody 
believes anything as controversial as 
banning semi-automatic rifles is going 
to get through the current Senate. Presi- 
dent Joe Biden would love to take action, 
but he hasn’t come up with anything 
more dramatic than nominating a perma- 
nent director for the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives. 

In some ways, the assault rifle is now a 
symbol on both sides. “The AR-15 to most 
people in the firearms industry — it’s a 
statement. It’s a middle finger,” said Busse, 
who noted that during the Jan. 6, 2021, 
charge on the Capitol there were AR-15 
“Come and Take It” flags waving. 

And the ban-that-rifle corps has to admit 
that getting rid of assault rifles won’t solve 
the gun problem as long as people in many 
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states are allowed to own pistols and carry 
them when they stroll about the town. 

The get-up Gendron was wearing — 
body armor, video equipment attached to 
ahelmet — is becoming more common. 
Fifteen years ago, Busse notes, the fire- 
arms industry wouldn’t have allowed gear 
like that to be displayed at its trade shows. 
“But if you go there today, the marketing 
campaigns are terrific,” he said, adding 
he has also run into “the most frightening 
video games you’ve ever been in.” 

We are not going to devolve intoa 
discussion about how everything is getting 
worse. Really, people, everything can’t be 
worse about everything. Let’s think posi- 
tive, and if you want to get attention, a 
simple battle is the best bet. 

Get rid of all assault rifles. Ban them. 
Hunters can work on becoming better 
shots. The gun industry can diversify — and 
maybe start marketing swords and medi- 
eval knight costumes at its trade shows. I 
know swords can do a lot of damage, but 
we live in an age when one victim at atime 
would definitely be progress.

party being reshaped by populism finds 
leaders who can absorb its energies, chan- 
nel its grievances and claim its mantle 

— but also defeat or suppress its most 
extreme manifestations. This was argu- 
ably the path of New Deal liberalism in 
its relationship to Depression-era popu- 
lism and radicalism: In the 1930s, Frank- 
lin Roosevelt was able to sustain support 
from voters who were also drawn to more 
demagogic characters, from Huey Long 
to Charles Coughlin. Two generations 
later, it was the path of Reaganite conser- 
vatism in its relationship to both George 
Wallace’s populism and the Goldwaterite 
New Right. 

The problem for America today is that 
neither stabilizing strategy is going particu- 
larly well. Part of the Never Trump move- 
ment has aspired to a Macron-style strategy, 
preaching establishment unity behind 
the Democratic Party. But the Democrats 
haven’t cooperated: They conspicuously 
failed to contain and defeat Trumpism in 
2016, and there is no sign that the Biden-era 
variation on the party is equipped to hold 
the majority it won in 2020. 

Meanwhile, the Republican Party at the 
moment does have a provisional model 
for channeling but also restraining popu- 
lism. Essentially, it involves leaning into 
culture-war controversy and rhetori- 
cal pugilism to a degree that provokes 


constant liberal outrage and using that 
outrage to reassure populist voters that 
you’re on their side and they don’t need to 
throw you over for a conspiracy theorist 
or Jan. 6 marcher. 

This is the model, in different styles 
and contexts, of Glenn Youngkin and 
Ron DeSantis. In Tuesday’s primaries, it 
worked for Idaho’s conservative incum- 
bent governor, Brad Little, who easily 
defeated his own lieutenant governor’s 
much-further-right campaign. Next week, 
the same approach seems likely to help 
Brian Kemp defeat David Perdue for the 
governor’s nomination in Georgia. And it 
offers the party’s only chance, likely via 
a DeSantis candidacy, to defeat Donald 
Trump in 2024. 

Unfortunately, this model works best 
when you have a trusted figure, a known 
quantity, delivering the “I’ll be your 
warrior; I’ll defeat the left” message. 

The Cawthorn race, in which the toxic 
congressman was unseated by amember 
of the North Carolina state Senate, 
shows that this figure doesn’t have to be 
an incumbent to succeed, especially if 
other statewide leaders provide unified 
support. But if you have neither unity 
nor a figure with statewide prominence 
or incumbency as your champion — no 
Kemp, no Little — then you can get results 
like Mastriano’s victory in Pennsylvania: 


a Republican nominee for governor who 
cannot be trusted to carry out his consti- 
tutional duties should the presidential 
election be close in 2024. 

So now the obligation returns to the 
Democrats. Mastriano certainly deserves 
to lose the general election, and probably 
he will. But throughout the whole Trum- 
pian experience, the Democratic Party has 
consistently failed its own tests of respon- 
sibility: It has talked constantly about the 
threat to democracy while moving left- 
ward to a degree that makes it difficult to 
impossible to hold the center, and it has 
repeatedly cheered on unfit Republican 
candidates on the theory that they will be 
easier to beat. 

This happened conspicuously with 
Trump himself, and more unforgivably, it 
happened again with Mastriano. Penn- 
sylvania Democrats sent out mailers 
boosting his candidacy and ran a big ad 
buy, more than twice Mastriano’s own 
TV spending, calling him “one of Donald 
Trump’s strongest supporters” — an 
“attack” line perfectly scripted to improve 
his primary support. 

Now they have him, as they had Trump 
in 2016. We'll see if they can make the 
story end differently this time.

Last week TerraUSD, 
astablecoin — asystem 
that was supposed 
to perform a lot like 
a conventional bank 
account but was backed 
only by acryptocur- 
rency called Luna — 
collapsed. Luna lost 
97% of its value over the course of 24 
hours, apparently destroying some inves- 
tors’ life savings. 

The event shook the crypto world in 
general, but the truth is that this world was 
looking pretty shaky even before the Terra 
disaster. Bitcoin, the original cryptocur- 
rency, peaked in November and has since 
declined by more than 50%. 

Here is one way to think about that 
decline. The Consumer Price Index has 
gone up about 4% over the past six months. 
But the cost of the same representive 
basket of goods and services in bitcoin has 
risen around 120%, which means inflation 
at an annualized rate of about 380%. 

And other cryptocurrencies have 
performed worse. Two cities — Miami 
and New York — have introduced their 
own cryptocurrencies, with enthusiastic 
support from their mayors. MiamiCoin is 
down more than 90% from its peak, and 
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Krugman 


NewYorkCityCoin is down more than 80%. 

But what are cryptocurrencies? Many 
people — including, I fear, many people 
who have invested in them — probably still 
don’t fully understand them. Saying that 
they are digital assets doesn’t really get at 
it. 

What is distinctive about cryptocurren- 
cies is how ownership is established. Iown 
the money in my bank account because 
the law says I do, and the bank enforces 
that by requiring I prove who that I am. 
Ownership ofa crypto asset is established 
through what is known as the blockchain, 
anencrypted digital record of all previous 
transfers of ownership that supposedly 
obviates the need for an external party, 
such as a bank, to validate a claim. 

Whatis the point of this kind of decen- 
tralized finance, and what purpose does it 
serve? Well, I'll get to that. 

Though cryptocurrencies are currently 
way down, boosters will reassure you 
that this has happened before. Bitcoin 
has always bounced back from previous 
dips, and investors who HODLed (held on 
for dear life to their coins, despite falling 
prices) have ended up with huge capital 
gains. But there are reasons to believe now 
may be different. 

In the past, cryptocurrencies kept going 


up by attracting investors. Crypto was once 
held by a small cult-like clique, motivated 
in part by acombination of libertarian 
ideology and fascination with the clever 
use of technology. Over time, rising crypto 
prices drew in large numbers of additional 
investors and some big Wall Street money. 

Crypto marketing has also gone main- 
stream, with endorsements from celeb- 
rities — including Matt Damon and Kim 
Kardashian — to political figures like 
Mayor Eric Adams of New York and the 
(unsuccessful) Republican Senate candi- 
date Josh Mandel, who declared his inten- 
tion to make Ohio “pro-God, pro-family, 
pro-bitcoin.” 

One disturbing aspect of this marketing 
push is that those who bought cryptocur- 
rencies relatively recently — and have lost a 
lot of money — probably consist dispropor- 
tionately of the kind of people most likely 
to be influenced by celebrity endorse- 
ments. That is, they are probably poorer 
and less sophisticated than the average 
investor and badly positioned to handle 
losses. 

In any case, as we look forward, the 
value of cryptocurrencies will have to rest 
on their underlying economic uses, which 
are... 

Well, that’s the thing. I have heard many 


discussions in which crypto supporters 
have been asked exactly what economic 
role crypto can play that isn’t more easily 
and cheaply achieved through other means 
such as debit cards. Other than illegal 
transactions, in which crypto may some- 
times offer anonymity, I have yet to hear a 
coherent answer. 

Cryptocurrencies play almost no role in 
economic transactions other than specula- 
tion in crypto markets. And if your answer 
is “give it time,” bitcoin has been around 
since 2009, which makes it ancient by tech 
standards. If crypto was going to replace 
conventional money, surely we should 
have seen some signs by now. 

But can crypto really have become such 
a big deal with just pure speculation? Can 
it really be just a bubble inflated by fear of 
missing out? Those who question crypto’s 
purpose are constantly confronted with 
the argument that the scale of the industry 
— at their peak, crypto assets were worth 
almost $3 trillion — and the amount of 
money true believers have made along the 
way proves the skeptics wrong. Can we, the 
public, really be that foolish and gullible? 

Yes, we can.

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No blowout for Blumenthal, poll shows 


Despite double-digit margins in previous races, 
he leads challenger Klarides by only 10 points

HARTFORD — USS. Sen. Rich- 
ard Blumenthal leads challenger 
Republican Themis Klarides by 
only 10 points in anew poll. 

The survey by News 8/The Hill/ 
Emerson College shows Blumen- 
thal with 50% and Klarides at 
40% with 10% undecided in the 
race for U.S. Senate. The survey of 


registered voters has a margin of 
error of plus or minus 3 percent- 
age points. 

Among unaffiliated voters, 
Klarides holds the lead at 45% to 
40% with 15% undecided, accord- 
ing to the survey. 

The close nature of the poll, 
political insiders said, will help 
Klarides in her fundraising efforts 
against Blumenthal, who has been 
raising money for years in advance

of the 2022 election. 

An electoral and fundraising 
powerhouse for decades, Blumen- 
thal, 76, has often won elections 
by blowout margins. In his most 
recent Senate race in 2016, he 


defeated Republican Dan Carter by 
28 percentage points. In the tough- 
est battle of his career, Blumenthal 
defeated professional wrestling 
executive Linda McMahon by 10 
points in 2010 after she spent $50 
million in an attempt to win the 
seat — making some Democrats 
say that if McMahon could not beat 
him, no one could. 

Previously, Blumenthal consis- 
tently won elections by double- 
digit margins, including by 50 
points in 2006. 

Since breaking into the state- 
wide spotlight in 1977 after being 


nominated by President Jimmy 
Carter as the U.S. Attorney for 
Connecticut, Blumenthal has 
been a constant presence on tele- 
vision screens for decades. He won 
elections in both the state House 
and Senate, then served 20 years 
as state attorney general. He has 
served the past 12 years as U.S. 
senator and become a household 
name among Connecticut voters. 
Klarides, 56, first faces a Repub- 
lican primary in August against

USS. Energy Secretary Jennifer 
Granholm is scheduled Friday 
to visit Connecticut to high- 
light federal and state efforts to 
advance nuclear and wind power 
alternatives to carbon-based 
energy and tout the federal infra- 
structure bill pushed by Presi- 
dent Joe Biden. 

Energy prices across the board 
— at the gas pump and heating 
homes and busi-

Jobless rate falls for 
4th month in a row 


Manufacturing and wholesale trades boost hiring in April

Connecticut employers added 
1,600 jobs in April, continuing 
four consecutive months of job 
creation, although employment 
declined in five of the state’s 10 
industry sectors, the state Depart- 
ment of Labor reported Thurs- 
day. 

The unemployment rate fell 
two-tenths of a percent, to 4.4%, 
the lowest since the 3.4% rate in 
March 2020 immediately before 
the pandemic swept Connecticut. 
The rate has fallen in each of the 
four months of 2022, dropping by 
nearly 1 percentage point since 
January, though it’s still higher 


than the U.S. jobless rate of 3.6%. 
“April’s job growth builds on 
the momentum we saw in Febru- 
ary and March,” said Patrick 
Flaherty, research director at the 
Department of Labor. 

Recent claims data suggest the 
unemployment rate will continue 
to fall, he said. 

Manufacturing employment, 
which jumped by 1,000 in April, 
has increased for eight consecu- 
tive months, and wholesale trade 
has more than fully recovered jobs 
lost during the COVID-19 shut- 
down, joining administrative and 
support services and construc- 
tion that already passed that mile- 
post, he said. 

The Connecticut Business & 


Industry Association, the state’s 
largest business group, has crit- 
icized state legislation — paid 
family leave, for example — call- 
ing for new business regulations 
or higher taxes it sees as slowing 
economic growth. The state’s 
year-to-date job growth is 0.7%, 
half the national rate and slow- 
est in New England region, CBIA 
said. 

“The slow, uncertain pace of 
our recovery must be addressed 
by candidates for governor and 
the General Assembly on the

Caution 
urged as 
cases on 
the rise 


With nearly 10K new 
infections this week, 
positivity hits 14%

Connecticut recorded another 
9,751 cases of COVID-19 in the 
past seven days, the governor’s 
office announced Thursday, as 
well as 39 more deaths. 

Out of 69,634 recorded tests, 
the number means the state’s 
positivity is 14%. Both the positiv- 
ity rate and the number of cases 
are likely skewed since at-home 
tests are not included, but they 
point to a continued increase in 
infection as a highly transmis- 
sible variant, B.A.d.12.1, spreads 
through the state. 

The increase prompted the 
West Hartford-Bloomfield 
Health District to send out a 
warning Thursday, urging resi- 
dents to take precautions like 
wearing masks and staying up to 
date with vaccinations. 

COVID-19 cases in West Hart- 
ford doubled between May 4 
and 11, according to the health 
district, with 323 cases in town 
in the past week. 

That means the town, along 
with all but seven towns in 
Connecticut, is in the red zone 
alert level, for high transmis- 
sion. Only Bridgewater, Canaan, 
Cornwall, Hartland, Norfolk, 
Union, and Warren are not in the 
state’s highest alert level. Those 
who are fully vaccinated in the 
red zone, “should wear a mask in 
public indoor settings at this level 
of community transmission,”

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Higher costs ahead for Eversource customers

Eversource Energy ratepayers 
will pay more for electricity begin- 
ning July 1, reflecting soaring natu- 
ral gas prices and Russia’s invasion 
of Ukraine. 

The higher costs apply to the 
standard service generation rates 
and will end Dec. 31. Eversource’s 
standard service rate will be 12.05 
cents per kilowatt-hour, a 4.9% 
increase over the Jan. 1 rate, the 
state Office of Consumer Counsel 


said Thursday. 

The average Eversource resi- 
dential customer using 700 kilo- 
watt hours a month will pay nearly 
$4 more each month, according to 
the Office of Consumer Counsel. 

“As a result of continued supply 
chain restraints and other geopo- 
litical tensions, natural gas prices 
remain at historically high levels 
not seen in over a decade,’ the state 
Public Utilities Regulatory Author- 
ity said. 

United Illuminating custom- 
ers will benefit from a half-per- 


cent decrease in the residential 
standard service rate, the Office of 
Consumer Counsel said. 

Standard service generation 
rates are adjusted twice a year 
in January and July, based on 
a competitive bidding process, 
to reflect wholesale electricity 
market prices. Regulators over- 
see the competitive process when 
electricity is procured, but do not 
regulate the wholesale electricity 
market or its pricing. 

Natural gas is the primary fuel 
source for electricity generation 


in New England, which has led to 
higher-than-normal July 1 stan- 
dard service rates, PURA said. 

Eversource and UI offer differ- 
ent rates that provide customers 
with lower charges for electricity 
use during off-peak time periods 
before noon and after 8 p.m. 

And eligible low-income 
customers may be able to receive 
heating assistance through the 
Connecticut Energy Assistance 
Program. The application dead- 
line has been extended through 
June 30. 


Energy prices across the board 
have been rising this year, helping 
propel inflation to levels not seen 
since the early 1980s. Gasoline 
prices in Connecticut are near or at 
$4.50 a gallon even after Gov. Ned 
Lamont and the General Assembly 
suspended a 25-cent-a-gallon tax 
until Dec. 1. 

Home heating oil, too spiked at 
the end of the heating season in 
April.

Hartford man faces crack 
distribution, gun charges

A Hartford man was indicted by 
a federal grand jury Wednesday on 
firearm possession and narcotics 
distribution offenses, according to 
federal authorities. 

Christopher Gaskin, 46, is 
charged with possession with 
intent to distribute cocaine base 
and unlawful possession of a fire- 
arm bya felon, according to federal 
authorities. 

Hartford police stopped a car 
Gaskin was operating on Irving 
Street in Hartford on Jan. 1, and 
he was arrested on state charges 
after a search of his person 
allegedly revealed a loaded .380 
caliber handgun and a distribution 
quantity of crack cocaine, federal 
authorities said in the statement, 
citing allegations made in court 
documents and statements made 
in court. 

“It is alleged that Gaskin’s crim- 
inal history includes at least eight 
felony convictions, including 
convictions for assault, robbery 
and witness tampering offenses,” 


federal authorities said in the 
statement, noting federal law 
prohibits a person previously 
convicted of a felony to possess a 
firearm or ammunition that has 
moved in interstate or foreign 
commerce. 

Because the indictment charges 
Gaskin with unlawful possession 
of a firearm by a felon, and based 
on his alleged criminal history, 
“Gaskin is subject to the Armed 
Career Criminal Act, a federal 
law imposing severe penalties for 
firearm or ammunition posses- 
sion by an individual who has 
been convicted of at least three 
violent felonies or serious drug 
offenses,” the statement said. “A 
defendant who qualifies as an 
Armed Career Criminal faces a 
minimum term of imprisonment 
of 15 years anda maximum term of 
imprisonment of life,” if convicted. 
The cocaine base charge carries 
a prison term of up to 20 years if 
convicted. 

Gaskin was arrested ona federal 
criminal complaint on April 28 
and is free on a $150,000 bond.

allows food assistance agencies to 
coordinate surplus food sharing. It 
also connects those organizations 
with wholesale suppliers for food, 
such as produce, proteins, canned 
goods, etc., and allows them to 
receive deliveries from part- 
ner suppliers with End Hunger 
Connecticut! pricing with no initial 
fee or start-up costs. 

“So the Hartford Food System in 
our community has been doing this 
for along time, but we do not have 
the community farms, we do not 
have those necessary connections,” 
said Julia Murphy, a youth devel- 
opment specialist for Our Piece 
of The Pie (OPP) who partners 
with End Hunger Connecticut! to 
help young adults 18 through 24, 
navigate the Supplemental Nutri- 
tion Assistance Program (SNAP) 
process. 

“We know about them. We know 
where the resources are, but we just 
do not have the time to build that 
kind of relationship (with them) to 
go over there, grab the lettuce, have 
that teachable moment with the 
youth and bring it back. It’s just not 
happening. Everybody talks about 
food justice, but we have not actu- 
ally done anything about it.” 


By partnering with the EHC, 
Murphy said Our Piece of The Pie 
can provide young adults not only 
their work needs, school needs 
and personal needs, but also their 
health needs. 

“T think this is an easy enough 
measurable outcome to say that 20 
youth, every day after school, eat 
healthy when they come through 
OPP doors,’ Murphy said. 

It is about knowing the commu- 
nity and understanding why they 
eat the way they do, according 
to Jendayi B Miller, founder and 
director of the non-profit Angel of 
Edgewood, acommunity resource 
to address food insecurity in the 
Greater Hartford area. 

“People do not think about how 
many homes in Harford do not have 
appliances,” Miller said. “It is easy 
for people to say ‘they have SNAP 
benefits, they get $2,000 a month. 
How come they can’t feed their 
families? It is more than enough? 
Well, if they have subsidized hous- 
ing, they are not paying for the rent. 
If they are not paying for rent, they 
don’t have any income. 

“A lot of their places are cold 
flats. They cannot buy stoves or 
refrigerators. People do not realize 
how many of our families’ homes 
are limited to hot plates and dorm 
refrigerators.” 

This past winter was particularly

difficult for families, Miller said. 
Without a lot of snow, many family 
could not store food outside. They 
had to rely on little corner stores, 
(which have) everything high in 
sodium, no fresh produce and all 
sorts of things. 

“A lot of times, we do have to take 
baby steps, even with the healthy 
options, (as) we are introducing 
something totally new, that they 
have never had for generations. 
We get creative when we serve 
the meals, because you would be 
surprised how many adults have 
never had broccoli (or) who refuse 
to even try lettuce or tomato, the 
basic produce,” Miller said. 

The new initiative is supported 
by the Hartford Foundation 
for Public Giving, who recently 
provided a matching grant of 
$20,000 to support this program. 
The foundation has also announced 
that for every dollar raised for the 
Full Shelves Initiative, they will 
match dollar for dollar, up to 50 
percent of their $100,000 goal to 
sustain the program, up to $20,000.

Former Connecticut 
governor rebuked over 
staff cuts at U of Maine

FARMINGTON, Maine — 
Faculty on a third University of 
Maine System campus gave a vote 
of no confidence to Chancellor 
Dannel Malloy. 

The faculty senate at the 
University of Maine at Farm- 
ington deliv- 
ered the rebuke 
Wednesday after 
the elimination 
of nine staff posi- 
tions amid declin- 
ing enrollment at 
the campus in the 
western part of 
the state. 

Faculty senates 
at the University of Southern 
Maine and University of Maine at 
August previously gave no-confi- 
dence votes over the handling of 
the search for anew president for 
the Augusta campus. 

Malloy said in a statement 
following the Farmington vote 
that hard decisions had to be 
made, and he understands that 
the cuts were painful. 

“I am accountable for my deci- 
sion to approve this plan, as diffi- 
cult as it is, and understand that 
it is my responsibility to imple- 
ment the vision and strategies 
set forth by the Board of Trustees 
even when that requires incredi- 
bly hard choices,” Malloy said in 
astatement. 

Students held a 24-hour sit-in 
last week following the announce- 
ment of cuts that eliminated all 
staff in women’s and gender stud- 
ies, philosophy and religion, and 
modern languages, the Sun Jour- 
nal reported. 

Malloy, a former Connecticut 
governor who became chancel- 
lor in 2019, had already angered 
faculty for failing to disclose past 
no-confidence votes in the new 
president on the Augusta campus.

‘DOWNTON ABBEY: A NEW ERA’ «x 1/2 


Chaste, mannered soap 
throwback in more than one way

The new “Downton Abbey” film 
proclaims that it’s “A New Era,” but 
in actuality, it’s a real throwback. It’s 
not just that “Downton Abbey: A New 
Era” is a shiny replication of a world 
that’s nearly a century old, but it’s also 
areminder of the world that we lived 
in when we loved “Downton Abbey,” 
those heady days of the 2010s when 
we gulped down seasons of the wildly 
popular, award-winning historical 
TV drama created by Julian Fellowes. 
Watching it feels like double escapism: 
to early 20th-century England, as well 
as to a prepandemic time. 

The series “Downton Abbey” did 
engage with political and cultural 
issues of the post-Edwardian time 
period in which it was set, including 
the First World War, the Spanish flu 
pandemic, as well as other social issues 
and political upheavals. It’s strange 


series, including 2019’s “Downton 
Abbey” and now “Downton Abbey: 
A New Era’ are so divorced from any 
barbed relevance or commentary. 
In 2019’s “Downton Abbey,’ the plot 
revolves around a royal visit from the 
king and queen of England, which sets 
the Crawley family and their servants 
into a tizzy, and in “A New Era,” there’s 
anew set of visitors to the estate, a film 
crew, which adds a touch of cheeky 
self-reflection to the proceedings. 
Headed up by director Jack Barber 
(Hugh Dancy), the crew takes over the 
estate to shoot a period piece on loca- 
tion with stars Guy Dexter (Dominic 
West) and Myrna Dalgleish (Laura 
Haddock). Lady Mary (Michelle Dock- 
ery), who has taken over running the 
estate, agrees to the shoot because 
they need money to fix the roof, but 
she finds that she’s got a knack for 
guiding Jack through some of the 
bumps of filming a movie, marshal- 
ing the Downton staff to help. Mean- 


Grantham (Hugh Bonneville and Eliza- 
beth McGovern) take off for France 
with a delegation of Downton inhab- 
itants to investigate a villa that’s been 
willed to the Dowager Countess Violet 
Grantham (Maggie Smith) by a myste- 
rious former lover. 

The film subplot is lifted directly 
from “Singin’ in the Rain,” as it turns 
out Miss Dalgleish’s unrefined cock- 
ney accent might prevent her from 
transitioning to the new world of the

New King adaptation 
fails to ignite with 
lackluster story

For a movie about a girl 
with pyrokinetic powers, 
“Firestarter” is lacking a 
certain spark. 

This new adaptation of 
Stephen King’s 1980 novel 
is not scary or thrilling, nor 
is it emotionally resonant 
or particularly moving. No, 
this outing is a dull slog, 
even with its cool, synthy 
John Carpenter score 
and the should’ve-been- 
inspired decision to cast 
Zac Efron as the father 
of the flame-throwing 
preteen. 

But “Firestarter” might 
not have had much to live 
up to in the first place. The

Why anyone would 
want to resurrect this 
particular property is a 
bit of a mystery.

Teems and directed by 
Keith Thomas, is that it 
neither adds nor subtracts 
anything from “Firestart- 
er’s” lackluster history 
(though it does jettison the 
pedophile undertones of 
acrucial character).

Ryan Kiera Armstrong 
takes on the role of Charlie,

A grainy 
reel at the start informs us 
that they were subjected to 
some secret government 
testing while in college and 
came out with powers of 
their own. And it’s these 
officials, led by Captain 
Hollister (played by Gloria 
Reuben), who are inter- 
ested in acquiring Charlie. 
So Hollister calls a former 
test subject, Rainbird 
(Michael Greyeyes), to go 
find her. 

Armstrong has a great 
scream and anice presence, 
but she isn’t given much of 
acharacter to latch on to. 
Based on how pristine her 
inexplicably barrel-curled 
hair looks for most of the 
film, though, it seems that 


been more concerned with 
the aesthetics than the 
performance. 

The same could be said 
for the rest of the movie, 
which feels like mummi- 
fied homage.

Love story doomed from start 
in “Time Traveler’s Wife’ series

The new HBO show 
“The Time Traveler’s 
Wife” gives a whole new 
meaning to the term 
“childhood sweethearts.” 

The main character, 
Clare Abshire, fell in love 
with Henry DeTamble 
when she was 6 and he 
was 31. Then again when 
he was 40. They started 
dating when she was 20, 
and he was 28. And some- 
how, somewhere, they 
found a sweeping love 
story that was doomed 
from the start. 

“The Time Travel- 
er’s Wife,” based on the 
2003 bestselling novel 
by Audrey Niffenegger, 
recently premiered and 
stars “Game of Thrones” 
actor Rose Leslie as the 
adult Clare and Theo 
James as Henry. 

Through time, with their 
ages helpfully annotated 
on screen, Henry and Clare 
find their way to each 
other, first at the clearing 
in her childhood home, 
then a library in Chicago. 
She has loved him forever, 
and he has loved her 
forever. 

“There’s an evolu- 
tion that happens inde- 
pendently but also to 
them as a couple, and how 
steadfast they become in 
committing to each other,” 
said Leslie, 35. 

“There was definitely 
a kickback from her in 
her 20s, a kickback of not 
wishing for her decisions 
to be predetermined by 
fate, and then Henry there- 
fore knowing what deci- 
sion she is going to make, 
and it’s inevitable, and she 
actually has no control 
over what she’s going 
to do... Feeling unteth- 
ered is something she’s 
going to have to adapt to 
and embrace rather than 
constantly fight.” 

While Clare stays still,

“He becomes chaotic 
and nihilistic, some- 
one who has no anchor 
and doesn’t care about 
anything or anyone but 
himself,’ said James, 37. 
“He’s highly selfish.” 

Since Clare has already 
fallen in love with Henry, 
her job is to bring out the 
best in him. 

“Because from a young 
age he’s become so embed- 
ded in her mind as who she 
wishes to spend her life 
with and how he is that it 
was more a stubbornness 
on her part in making sure 
that she morphs him into 
who she fell in love with” 
said Leslie. 

“There’s an argument 
to be had that that would 
have happened organically 
and Henry would be the 
person he was going to be 
even without her so openly 
showing her disappoint- 
ment in him. She extracts 
his free will ... because she 
was so strong in letting him 
know that he’s fallen short, 
yet again, of not becoming 
the 40-year-old version.” 

“The Time Traveler’s 
Wife” brushes past most of 


the uncomfortable details 
about the age differences 
on its way to prove its 

true love story. That story, 
executive producer Brian 
Minchin said, is in the little 
moments, fleeting seconds 
they get together before 
Henry is ripped through 
time again, and Clare is 
left with his clothes on the 
floor, and no idea of where 
or when he is or how long 
he’ll be gone. 

“It’s a show about how 
every moment matters,” 
Minchin said. 

Henry and Clare’s love 
story, though, doesn’t have 
ahappy ending. Henry 
knows this all along. Clare 
figures out that eventually 
he'll stop crashing in and 
out of her life. 

“The one terrifying truth 
about every love story is 
that it’s going to end. It’s 
temporary. You’re on a 
timer and when the timer 
runs out, it’s over. Love is 
inextricably tied to loss. 
Love entails loss,” creator 
Steven Moffat said. 

“This is not ‘When 
Harry Met Sally? This is 
‘When Harry Met Sally 
But He Knows He’s About 
To Die’ It’s about loving 
in the moment because 
you don’t get that many 
moments.”

After Mets lose 
Scherzer, Alonso 
HR drops Cards

NEW YORK — There 
are two constants to the 
Mets’ season: injuries and 
wins. 

They learned Thursday 
that Max Scherzer will join 
fellow ace Jacob deGrom 
on the injured list for a 
lengthy stretch. Then New 
York wasted a ninth-inning 
lead against the St. Louis 
Cardinals and fell behind 
in the 10th. 

Pete Alonso ended an 
afternoon of twists with 
a two-run homer into 
the left field second deck 
leading off the bottom of 
the 10th for a 7-6 victory 
that sent the Mets flying 
even before they headed 
to Colorado for the start of 
a six-game trip. 

“We're just a bunch of 
resiliant guys, and we’re 
gritty,’ Alonso said after 
a 447-foot drive that was 
so emphatic he patted his 
chest five times with both 
hands before starting his 
trot. “When you get guys 
that are talented and love 
to win and are a group of 
tough men, you get games 
like this.” 

New York took three of 
four from the Cardinals 
and at 26-14 is tied for the 
fourth-best 40-game start 
in Mets history. In a game 
with four lead changes, 
Jeff McNeil had a tiebreak- 
ing, two-run single, three 
RBIs and made two snazzy 
catches. 

The Mets said during 
the game that Scherzer 
had been diagnosed with 
a strained oblique muscle 
in his left side after leaving 
Wednesday night’s win 
following a pitch. Scher- 


zer is expected to be side- 
lined for six to eight weeks, 
another blow toa team that 
leads the NL East despite 
missing deGrom, No. 5 
starter Tylor Megill and 
catcher James McCann to 
injuries, along with reliev- 
ers Sean Reid-Foley and 
Trevor May.

Scherzer diagnosed with 
oblique strain; out 6-8 weeks

NEW YORK — Max 
Scherzer’s official injury 
diagnosis is in. 

The Mets’ pitcher will 
miss six to eight weeks 
with a “moderate to high 
grade” internal oblique 
strain, according to the 
team.

“J just want one pitch back to 
Chirinos,”” Montgomery said. 
“Other than that, my stuff was 
pretty good.” 

Stanton delivered again and tied 
the game with a solo shot in the 
fourth that traveled 392 feet. 





Boone defends Rizzo reaction

BALTIMORE—Anthony Rizzo 
got ejected for the first time this 
season on Thursday. The Yankees 
first baseman said he was tossed by 
home plate umpire Manny Gonza- 
lez in the top of the eighth inning of 
the Yankees 9-6 loss to the Orioles 
for shouting “the same pitch, same 
pitch,” from the dugout after he had 
been rung up on two pitches he felt 
were low. He shouted out after he 
felt Gonzalez called a pitch in the 
same location as a ball to Giancarlo 
Stanton. 

“Obviously the replays showed it 
was clear. The next pitch to G from 
the dugout, first pitch was pretty 
much the same pitch, even looking 
at and all of a sudden, that pitch of 
the ball I said ‘same pitch, the same 
pitch’,” Rizzo said. 

Gonzalez tossed Rizzo from the 
dugout. He felt that Gonzalez was 
being overly sensitive because they 
were looking at iPads in the dugout, 
which do not have live feeds, but 
players have used to critique 
umpires calls. 

“We know that right now with 
iPads in the dugout that there’s a lot 
of sensitivity and (manager Aaron 
Boone) asked, Is it because of the 
iPad? We get the answer ‘yes’ And 


they’ve just changed the whole iPad 
thing to where you don’t get your 
actual live feed until the next inning,” 
Rizzo said. “So if that’s a warranted 
objection then you better keep your 
mouth shut and asleep because we 
should be getting ejected.” 


Arm issue: The Yankees prided 
themselves on their pitching depth 
coming into this season and now it 
may get tested early. Not only did 
big league reliever Chad Green leave 
Thursday’s game with the dreaded 
forearm discomfort, but top pitch- 
ing prospect Luis Gil left a minor 
league game Wednesday night with 
an apparent elbow injury. 

Gil was scheduled to see team 
doctor Chris Ahmad on Friday. The 
right-hander pulled himself from his 
start with Triple-A Scranton in the 
fifth inning Wednesday night. The 
Times Tribune of Scranton reported 
that it is an elbow issue. 

“I know he left the game and 
I know he’s scheduled to see the 
doctor tomorrow,” Boone said before 
Thursday’s series finale against the 
Orioles at Camden Yards. 

Boone also said that he believes 
this is anew injury for Gil, who does 
not have a history of elbow issues. 

Both Gil and Green are sched- 
uled to see team doctors on 
Friday.

Meanwhile, Francona, who 
just returned to the team 
after being out with COVID- 
19, will miss Friday’s series 
opener against the Tigers 
to have a minor surgical 
procedure. He’s expected 
to be back Saturday. The 
63-year-old Francona was 
sidelined for much of the 
last two seasons with serious 
medial issues. He managed 
just 14 games in 2020 due 
to gastrointestinal issues, 
and stepped away last July 
following foot surgery. 
Bench coach DeMarlo Hale 
will fill in for Francona 
against the Tigers.

“Loading hurts, pressing off it hurts, 
and walking hurts, and twisting hurts. 
It’s just golf. I don’t play that, ifI don’t 
do that, then I’m all right.” 

Mcllroy had a one-shot lead over 
Pebble Beach winner Tom Hoge and 
Will Zalatoris, who finished his 66 
with a 30-foot birdie, his fourth putt 
of 25 feet or longer. 

Justin Thomas, trying to shake offa 


sinus infection and allergies, made one 
ofonly four birdies on the 18th hole for 
a67 in the afternoon, when greens had 
more foot traffic and scoring was more 
difficult. Also a 67 were Matt Kuchar 
and Abraham Ancer. 

The start was just what McIlroy 
needed as he tries to end nearly eight 
years without a major, many of those 
chances doomed by bad starts. This 
was his lowest start to par in a major 
since a 5-under 66 when he won the 
PGA at Valhalla in 2014, the last of his 
four majors. 

In seven previous majors at South- 
ern Hills, the winner had at least a 
share of the lead after the first round 
and every champion was atop the 
leaderboard from 36 holes until it over. 


That bodes well for McIlroy, and 
so does his game. He chose to attack 
with driver, leaving him wedges to 
par 4s and and 3-iron into a pair of par 
5s that measure 628 yards and 665 
yards. 

“I feel like this course, it lets you 
be pretty aggressive off the tee if you 
want to be, so I hit quite a lot of driv- 
ers out there and took advantage of my 
length and finished that off with some 
nice iron play and some nice putting,” 
he said. 

Masters champion Scottie Schef- 
fler had to save par from a tee shot in 
the water on 18th hole for a 71, his first 
time over par in two months. 

“T didn’t shoot myself out of it,” he 
said.

Neely hopes to extend 
Sweeney; fate of Cassidy 
will be in hands of GM

BOSTON — Bruins pres- 
ident Cam Neely said on 
Thursday that, with the 
blessing of the Jacobs family, 
he is in the process of work- 
ing a contract extension for 
general manager Don Swee- 
ney. 

“I started talking with 
Charlie and Mr. Jeremy) 
Jacobs about extending 
Don, so that’s my plan to 
do that. I’m going sit down 
with Don in the next day or 
two and hopefully hammer 
something out,” Neely said. 

And will coach Bruce 
Cassidy be back? Well, that 
will be Sweeney’s call, said 
Neely. 

Speaking in his annual 
end-of-season press confer- 
ence, Neely gave his reason 
for holding off extending 
Sweeney until now, with his 
deal about to run out. 

“To be honest, I really 
wanted to see how the year 
went,” Neely said. “We had 
a lot of changes in the last 
offseason, so I just really 
wanted to see how that 
played. Obviously you get 
January, February, March, 
you get really good months 
for us. I thought the team 
came together. We had a lot 
of depth. And I was happy 
with what he did at the dead- 
line,” 

Neely does not believe 
Sweeney was hamstrung 
by being in a possible lame- 
duck situation. And what 
Sweeney was able to do 


in the recent months and 
weeks bear that out. He 
traded a first-round pick 
to obtain Hampus Lind- 
holm, and then signed him 
to a massive eight-year, $52 
million contract extension. 
And this week, he signed 
Jakub Zboril, who was set 
to become a Group 6 free 
agent, to a two-year exten- 
sion worth $1.1375 million a 
season. 

“We actually talked 
about it and he said, ‘I have 
no problem going into my 
last year (of his contract) 
as GM) ” Neely said. “T’ll 
continue to work the way I 
work. I’ll work as hard as I 
can to improve the club’ So 
he was very professional in 
that regard.” 

As for Cassidy, the situ- 
ation seems a little more 
tenuous. While he praised 
much of what Cassidy has 
done since taking over 2017, 
he does believe there needs 
to be a strategic shift in 
how the team plays, echo- 
ing Cassidy’s own words — 
at least in part — from the 
coach’s Tuesday presser 
when he said they may need 
to sacrifice a little bit of their 
trademark defensive play to 
create more offense. 

“Bruce is a fantastic 
coach,” Neely said. “He’s 
brought a lot of success 
to this organization. I like 
him as a coach, so we’ll see 
where it goes. But I do think 
we need some changes. And 
I think Bruce a couple days 
ago alluded to that, so we'll 
see where that goes.”

Tough Game 1 loss puts team 
in similar spot as first round

Jones shrugs off Giants not 
picking up his 5th-year option

Daniel Jones has rarely 
given any insight into his 
feelings in his three seasons 
as the New York Giants start- 
ing quarterback. 

So it was no surprise 
Thursday when the No. 6 
overall pick in the 2019 draft 
shrugged off how he felt after 
the Giants refused last month 
to pick up his fifth-year option 
on his rookie contract. 

It would have cost the 
Giants and new general 
manager Joe Schoen $22.3 
million to keep Jones under 
contract in 2023. It was an 
amount they didn’t want 
hanging over their heads if 
Jones struggled again. The 
24-year-old Duke product has 
posted a 12-25 record since 
becoming a starter early in 
his rookie season, replacing 
Eli Manning. 

“That was certainly out of 
my control, out of my hands, 
and that’s the business part of 
it” Jones said in his first inter- 
view since the option was 
declined. “I understand that.” 

Jones also understands the 
Giants mightbe hesitant after 


three straight losing seasons 
— five overall — and hisrecent 
history of medical issues. He 
had aconcussion at Dallas on 
Oct. 10 that didn’t cost him to 
miss any games. A neck injury 
against Philadelphia on Nov. 
28 sidelined him for the final 


six games.

‘Cool’ Kidd 
key for Mavs

Jason Kidd has been 
here before in his first 
season as coach of the 
Mavericks, down 1-0 in 
a third consecutive NBA 
playoff series. 

The Bay Area native 
who played at Cal is look- 
ing for another bounce- 
back from Luka Doncic 
and company in his first 
trip to the conference 
finals as a coach, which 
just happened to start in 
San Francisco. 

Kidd is guiding the 
franchise that was his first 
home away from home 
nearly 30 years ago, and is 
this deep in the postsea- 
son for the first time since 
the Hall of Fame player 
was the point guard on the 
Dirk Nowitzki-led team 
that won the 2011 title. 

“There’s a team out 
there that’s won a cham- 
pionship starting the same 
way, losing the first game,” 
Kidd said after Wednes- 
day’s 112-87 loss to the 
third-seeded Warriors 
in Game 1 of the Western 
Conference finals. Game 2 
is Friday night. 

Kidd has kept the 
conversations on titles 
since replacing his coach 
from that 2011 title year, 
Rick Carlisle. In this case, 
he could have been refer- 
ring to those Mavs, who 
beat the Heat in six games 
after losing the opener. 

With a steady hand as 
the coach, Kidd has help 
the Mavs rally from a 16-18 
start to finish in the top 
four in the West for the 
first time since 2011. 

The fourth-seeded 
Mavericks started the 
playoffs without Doncic 
following Kidd’s question- 
able decision to keep him 
in a regular-season finale 
that had clearly become 
meaningless before the 


young superstar strained 
his left calf. 


Kidd rejected the idea 
that he should have pulled 
Doncic, then the Mavs 
won their second game 
without their All-Star 
against the Jazz and did it 
again when the first-round 
series moved to Salt Lake 
City. The Mavs eliminated 
the Jazz in six games, with 
Doncic returning for the 
final three. 

After losing the first 
two games against the 
top-seeded Suns in Phoe- 
nix, neither of which was 
particularly close, the 
Mavs won four of the last 
five, capped by a 33-point 
Game 7 victory. It was the 
only victory for the road 
team in the series. 

“Coach did a good job of 
getting everybody to buy 
in,” Dorian Finney-Smith 
said. “He’s the only person 
in the locker room who’s 
been in this situation. He’s 
got a cool, calm, collected 
attitude, and I think we 
take that from him.” 

Kidd has acknowledged 
learning lessons from taking 
a hard-charging approach 
to his second job as a head 
coach with the Bucks, who 
fired him in the middle of 
his fourth season after they 
gave up draft picks to get 
him from the Nets. 

Mavs guard Sterling 
Brown, who played for 
Kidd with the Bucks, has 
suggested his current 
teammates are seeing a 
different version of Kidd. 
What matters most, of 
course, is his relation- 
ship with Doncic — which 
appears good so far. 

“I think we’re a way 
better team now,” Doncic 
said during the season. 
“He’s been great for us. 
He communicates with 
the players. He’s just been 
great, helping not just me 
but everybody, just to see a 
better picture.”

BALTIMORE — Rich Strike 
winning the Kentucky Derby at 
80-1 may not be the only big upset 
this Triple Crown season. 

Not if Fenwick has anything to 
do about it. 

Two weeks after Rich Strike 
became the second-biggest long 
shot to win the Derby, Fenwick 
could join him in the record books 
at the Preakness Stakes. The 50-1 
shot also has as heartwarming a 
story and is as unlikely to be on 
the Triple Crown trail: The colt 
is named after owner Jeremia 
Rudan’s mother, who died ina 
house fire when he was 19 and 
running for Kevin McKathan 
two years after the trainer lost his 
brother because ofa heart attack. 

“This is one of those deals 
where you can stop and take a 
breath and say, ‘You know what, 
we can do this?” McKathan said. 
“Tt can happen.” 

Fenwick has the longest odds 
of any horse in the field of nine 
for Saturday’s Preakness, which 
is being run without Rich Strike, 
largely because he finished last 
in his most recent race in April 
and has just one win in six life- 
time starts. Rich Strike also had 
only won once before shocking 
the sports world in the Derby. 


“Everyone’s like, ‘This is a real 
sport for the rich and famous, ” 
McKathan said. “But let me tell 
you what: You just end up with 
a good horse and you can beat 
’em all. That horse has no idea. 
He has no idea what he cost. He 
has no idea who owns that guy. 
He has no idea what kind of plane 
they flew in here on. They don’t 
know.” 

Few know much about 
Fenwick, who was bought by 
Rudan and McKathan for the 
modest sum of $52,000 as a year- 
ling and went unsold as a 2-year- 
old after a freak accident caused 
him to run slower than expected. 

“He goes faster, he brings 
$900,000 and we're not here,” 
McKathan said. “Someone else 
is.” 

Perhaps it’s par for the course 
for the big chestnut colt that 
McKathan acknowledged 
runs into troubles on the race- 
track. That would explain the 
lith-place finish in the Blue Grass 
Stakes on April 9 when Fenwick 
broke a step slow and couldn’t 
find room to run. 

“I don’t think we really saw 
what he could’ve showed,” Rudan 
said Thursday. “He needs a clear 
trip, and hopefully he gets it and 
then we'll really know what he 
can do.”
